In this great diſcord and diſſemilitude of reaſonable Creatures , if we direc} 
our ſelves tothe Multitude ; Omnis honeſtz rei malus judex eſt vulgus : The 
common people are evil] Judges of honeſt things, and whoſe Wiſdome 
( faith Eccleſeaftes ) is to be deipiled : if* to the better ſort ; every underſtanding 
bath 
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hath a peculiar judgement ,by which it bath cenſureth other men , and valueth it 

ſelf. And therefore unto me it will not ſeem ſtrange, though T finde theſe my worth- 

leſſe papers torn with Rats : ſeeing the ſlothfull Cenſurers of all ages have not 

ſpared to taxe th: Reverend Fathers of the Church, with . Ambition , the-ſewveryſt

To me it belongs n the firſt part of this Preface, following the common and ap- 
proved cuſtome of thoſe, who hawe left the memories of time paſt to after-ages ; to 
ive, as neer as Þ can, the ſame ri ght to Hiſtory which they have done. Tet ſeeing 
therein I ſhould but borrow other mens words ; I will not trouble the Reader with 
the repetition. True it is that among many other benefits, for which it hath been 
honoured ; in this on: it triumphet\ over all bumane knowledge, That it hath gi- 
wen us life in our underſtanding, fince the world it ſelf had life and beginning, e- 
wen to this day : yea;it hath triumphed over time, which beſides it nothing but e- 
ternity hath triumphed ower : for it hath carried our knowledge over the vaſt and 
devouring ſpace of many thouſands of yeers,and given ſo fair and piercing eyes to 
our mind ; that we plainly behold living now (as if we had lived then)that great 
world,Magni Dei {aptens opus, The wile work(faith Hermes)of a great God, 
as it was then, when but new to it ſelf. By it (I ſay ) it s,that we live in the wery , 
time when it was created : we behold how it was governed : how it was covered 
with waters,and again re-peopled : How Kings and Kingdoms have flouriſhed 
and fallen, and for what wvertue and piety God made proſperous ; and for what 
' wice and deformity he made wretcned,both the one and the other. Anil it is not the 
leaſt debt which we owe unto Hiſtory, that it hath made us acquainted with our 
dead Anceſtors;and,out of the depth and darkneſſe of the earth, delivered ws their 
memory and fame. In a word,we may gather out of Hiſtory a policy po leſſe wiſe 
than eternal ; by the compariſon and application of other mens fore-paſſed miſe- 
ries with our own like errours and ill deſervings. But it is neither of Examples 
the moſt lively inftruGion,nor the words of the wiſeſt-men , nor the terrour of \fic= 
ture torments, that hath yet ſo wrought in- our blinde and'flupified mindes, as to 
make ms remember, That the infinite eye and wiſdom of God doth pierce thorow all 
our pretences,as to make us remember, That the juſtice of God dothrequire none 0= 
ther accuſer, than our own conſciences : which neither the falſe beauty-of our ap- 
parent ations, nor all the formality,which ( to T the opinions of men') we 
put on ; can in any, or the leaſt kinde,cover from bis knowledge. And ſo much did 
that heathen wiſdome confeſſe, no way as yet-qualifed by the knowledge of a true 
God. If any ( ſaith Euripides)having in his. life committed wickedneſle,think 
he can hide it from the everlaſting gods, he thinks notwell. - + © DIR 
Torepeat GODS judgements in particular, upon thoſe of all degrees,wbich: 
have played with his mercies ; would require a volume apart + for the Sea of ex-' 
amples hath no bottome. The marks, ſet on private 'men-, are with their bodies 
caſt into the earth ; and their Jones written onely in the memories of thoſe 
that lived with them: ſo as t y who ſucceed, and have not ſeen the fall of others, 
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doe not fear their own faults. GODS judgements upon the greater and greateſt 
have been left to 2 ; frſt, by thoſe happy hands which the holy Ghoſt hath 
guided, and ſecondly,by their wertue,who have gathered the a&is andends of men 
wighty and remarkable in the world, Now to point far off , and to ſpeak of 
the converſion of Angels into Diwvols, for Ambition : Or of the greateſt and moſi 
elorions Kings , who have gnaxn the graſſe of the earth with beaſts for pride 
aud ingratitude tewards GOD : Or of that wiſe working of Pharaoh , when 
be ſlew the Infants of Iſrael , ere they had recovered their Cradles : Or of the po- 
licy of Jezabel, in covering the wmurther of NaBoth by a triall of the Elders, ac- 
cording to the law, with-meny thouſands of the like : what were it other, than to 
wake an hopeleſſe proofe, that far-off examples would not be left to the ſame far- 
off reſpects, as heretofore # For who hath not obſerved, what labour, prafice,pe- 
rall, bloadſbed, and cruelty, the Kings and Princes of the world hawe undergone, 
exereiſed,taken on them, ond committed ; to make themſelves and their iſſues ma- 
fters of the world # And yet bath Babylon, Periia, Egypt,Syria, Macedon, Car- 
thage, Rome, end tho reſt, uo fruit , ue flower, graſſe, nor leaf, ſpringing upon 
the face of the earth, of thaſe ſeeds + No, their very roots and ruines doe hardly 
remgin, Omnia quz manu hominum faQa funt, vel manu hominum evertun- 
tur; vel ſtando & durande deficiunt : All that the hand of man can make , is 
either averturned by the hand of man, or at length by ſtanding and continu- 
ing conſumed. 'The reaſexs of whoſe ruines , are diverſly given by thoſe that 
graund their gpinions ou ſecond cauſes. All Kingdomes and States have fallen 
( ſay the Politicians) by autward axd forraign force, or by inward negligence and 
diſjention, ar by 4 third cauſe ariſing from both. Others obſerve, That the greateſt 
have ſuuk dew under their ewn weight : of which Livie hoth a touch : eo cre- 
vir, ut maguitudine laborct {ua's Qtbers, That the divine Providence ( which 
Cratippus objeGed to Pompey) bath fet down the date and period of every E- 
ftate, before —_— ferndatien and exeftion. But beresf I will give my ſelf 4 
a day ever to refatue.

7 ſay Haftimgs himſelf -1n the ſame day, and (as Þ rake it) inthe: ſame honre, 
bn the ſame lawleſſe marmer had his bead ſtricken off in the Tower of London, 


Bur Buckingham lived a while longer; and" with an eloqnent oration perſwaded 
CNTR the 
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the Londoners to ele& Richard for their King. And hawing received the Earle. 
dome of Hereford for reward, beſides the high hope of marrying his daughter to 
the K ings onely ſon ; after many grievous vexations of minde, and. unfortunate 
attempts, being in the end betrayed and delivered up by his truſtieſt ſervant ; be 
had bis bead ſevered from bis body at Salisbury,without the trouble of any of his 
Peers. And what ſucceſſe bad Richard himſelf after all theſe miſchieves and 
murders, policies, and counter-policies to Chriſtian Religion: and after ſuch time 
as with a moſt mercileſſe hand he had preſſed out the breath of his Nepbews and 
Natural Lords , other than the proſperity of ſo ſhort a life,as it took end,ere him- 
ſelf could well look over and diſcern it ? the great out-cry of innacent blood, ob- 
tained at G'O'P S$ hands the effuſion of his; who became a ſpectacle of ſhame and 
diſhonour, both to his friends and enemies. 

This cruell King, Henry the ſeventh cut off; and was therein (no doubt) the 
immediate inflrument of Gods Fuſtice. A polick Prince he was, if ever there were 
any,who by the engine of his wiſdome, beat down and overturned as many ſtrong 

 oppoſitions both before and after he wore the Crown, as ever King of England did: 
I [ay by his wiſdom,becauſe as he ever left the rains of bis affeStions in the hapds 
of his profit, ſo he alwayes weighed his undertakings by his abilities Jeaving nd- 
thing more tobazz.ard than ſo much as cannot be denied it in all humane ations. 
He had well obſerved the proceedings of Loys the eleventh, whom he followed in 
all that was royall or royall-like ; but he was far more juſt ; and begun not their 
proceſſes whom he hated or feared by the execution, as Loys did. SY 

He could newer endure any mediation in rewarding his ſervants ,. and therein 
exceeding wiſez for whatſoever himſelf gave,he himſelf received back the thanks 
and the lawe, knowing at well that the _ of men ( purchaſed by nothing ſo 
readily as by benefits )were trains that better became great Kings, than great ſub- 
jeEts. On tbe contrary,in whatſoever be grieved his ſubje&ts, be wiſely put it off. 
on thoſe,that he found fit miniſters for ſuch actions. Howſoever the taking off of 
Stanlies bead,who ſet the Crown on bis, and the death of the young Earl of War 
wick, ſor to: George Duke of Clarence, ſbews, as the ſucceſſe alſo did , that he

Now for King Henry the eighth, if all the piiures ©ypatterns of a mercileſſe 

Prince were _—_ the Waorld;they might all again be parnted to the life,ont of tbe 

ftory of this King. For bow many ſervants did be adwance in haſte ( but for what 
wertue 10 man could ſuſpef ) and with the change of bis fancy ruined again:; no 
man haowing-for what offence? Tahow many others of more deſert gave be abug- 
dant flowers from whence to gather bony, and in the end of harveſt burnt them.in 

the Hive? How many wives did he cut off ,and caſt off, as bis fancy and affeion 

changed © How many Princes of the blood ( whereof ſome of them for age could 
bardly crawle towards the block ) with a world of others of all degrees( of whom 
our comman:Chronicles bave kept the accompt) did beexecute ?.yea, in his wery 
death-bed,and when be was at the point to hawe given his accompt to GOD for 
the abundance:of blood already ſpilt + He impriſoned the Duke of Nortolk the 
father ; and\executed the Earle of Surry the. ſon ; the one , whoſe deſervings be 
knew not bow towalne;bhaving neverromitted any thing that concerned his own þo- 
nour, 
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nour, and the Kings ſerwice ; the other never hawing committed any thing worthy 
of his leaſt diſpleaſure : the one exceeding valiant and adviſed 3 the other ao leſſe 
valiant than learned,& of excellent hope. But beſides the ſorrows which he heap- 
ed upon the Fatherleſſe and Widows at home : and beſides the wain enterpriſes a- 
broad.,wherein it is thought that he conſumed more treaſure, than all our vidori- 
ous Kings did in their ſeveral Conqueſts : what cauſleſſe and cruell wars did he 
make upon his own Nephew King James the fifth?What Laws and Wills did he 
deviſe to eftabliſh this K ingdom in his own [ſſues ® uſing his ſharpeſt weapons to 


' ent off ,and cut down thoſe branches, which ſprang from the ſame root that himſelf 


did. And in the end (notwithſtanding theſe his ſo many irreligious proviſions) it 
pleaſed God to take away all his own,without increaſe ; though,for themſelges in 
their ſeveral kindes,all Princes of eminent wertne. For theſe words of Samuel to 
Agag King of the Amalekites, hawe beer werified «pon many others : As thy 
fword hath made other women childlelle, {o ſhall thy mother be childleſfle 
among other women. And that bloud which the ſame King Henry affirmed,that 
the cold aire of Scotland had frozen up in the North , God hath diffuſed by the 
ſun-ſhine of his grace : from whence His Majeſty now living, and long to live, is 
deſcended. Of whom I may ſay it truly ; That if all the malice of the world were 


infuſed into one eye : yet could it not diſcern in hzs life, even to this day, any one 


of thaſe foul ſpots,by which the conſciences of all the fore-named. Princes ( in ef- 
fee) hawe been defiled ; nor any drop of that innocent blood on the ſword of his 
juſtice,with which the moſt that forz-went him have flained both their hands and 
fame: And for this Crown of England, it may truly be avowed : That he hath re- 
ceived it even from the hand of God,& hath ftaied the time of putting it on,how- 


ſoewer be were provoked to _—_ it:That he newer took revenge of any man,that 
ſought to put him beſide it : Th 


at be refuſed the affeftance of Her enemtes, that 


_ wore it long,with as great glory as ever Princeſſe did : That His Majeſty entered 


not by a breach,nor by blood ; but by the Ordinary gate , which his own right ſet 
open ; and into which, by a generall lowe and obedience, He was received. And 


' bowſoever His Majeſties preceding title to this K ingdom,was preferred by many 


Prences( witneſſe the Treaty at Cambray in the yeer 155g.) yet be never pleaſed 


ro diſpute it,during the life of that renowned Lady his Predeceſſor ; no, notwith- 


ftanding the injury of not being declared Heir, in all the time of Her long reign. 
Neither ought we to forget,or neglect our thankfulxeſſe to GOD for the uni- 
ting of the Northen parts of Britany to the South,to wit, of Scotland to England, 
which though they were ſevered buy fmall brooks and banks, yet by reaſon of © 
the long continued war,and the cruelties exerciſed upon each other,in the affedion 
of the Nations, they were infenttely ſevered. This, I ſay, is not the leaſt of Gods 
bleſſengs which His Majeſty hath: brought with hint unto this Land : No, put all 
our petty grievances together,and heap them up to their height, they will appear 
but 45 « Mole-hill, compared with the Mountain of this concord. And if all the Hi- 
ftoriaus ſence then have acknowledged the nniting of the Red-Roſe and the White, 
for the greateſt happineſſe ( Chriftian Religion excepted ) that ever this: King- 
dome received from G O D, certainly the peace between the two Lions of gold and 
gules,and the making them one,dotb by many degrees exceed the former; for by it, 
beſides the ſparing of our Britifb blood,beretofore & during the difference, ſo of - 


enabled 


ten and abundantly ſbed,the ſtate of England is more aſſured, the Kingdome more 
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enabled to recover her ancient honour and rights, and by it made more invincible, 


than by all our former alliances, prafiices, policies,and conqueſts.It js true, that - 


hereof we do not yet find the effe&. But had the Duke of Parma in the yeer 1588. 
joyned the Army which he commanded, with that of Spain , and land:d it on the 
Sonth coaſt; and had His Majeſty at the ſame time declared himſelf againſt us in 
the North,it is eafte to divine what had become of the liberty of England:certain- 
ly, we would then without murmure have brought this union a far greater praiſe 
than it hath ſince coft us. It is true , that there was never any Common-weal or 
K ingdome in the world, wherein no man had cauſe to lament. Kings live in th: 
world, and not above it. They are not infintte to examine every mans cauſe, or to 
relieve every mans wants. And yet in the later, ( though to his own pre Judice ) 
His Majeſty hath had more compaſſion of other mens neceſſities , than of his own 
Coffers. Of whom it may be ſaid,as of Solomon, Dedit Deus Solomoni latitu- 
dinem cordis : Which if other men do not underſtand with Pineda,to be meant by 


Fin.connent.in Ljberality but by Latitude of knowledge; yet may it be better ſpoken of His Ma- 


jeſty,thas of any King that ever England had; who as well in divine, as humane 
underſtanding hath exceeded all that fore-went him,by many degrees. 

T could ſay nmch more of the Kings Majeſty, without flattery:did I not fear the 
imputation of preſumption, and withall ſuſpect, that it might befall theſe papers 
of mine, ( though the off were little ) as it did the Piftures of Queen Elizabeth, 
made by unskilfull and common Painters , which by her own commandment were 
knockt in pieces, and-caſt into the fire. For ill Artiſts,in ſetting out the beauty of 
the externall ; and weak writers, in deſcribing the wertues of the internall ; do 
often leawe to poſterity,of well formed faces a deformed memory ; and of the moſt 
Perfe& and Princely mindes, a moſt _ repreſentation. It may ſuffice, and 
there needs no other diſcourſe ; if the oneſt Reader but compare the cruell and 


turbulent paſſages of our former Kings,and of other their Neighbour-Princes ( of 


whom for that purpoſe I have inſerted this brief diſcourſe ) with His Majeſties 
temperate, rewengeleſſe, and liberall diſpoſition : I ſay, that if the honeſt Reader 
weigh them juſtly, and with an even hand-and withall but beſtow every deformed 
childe on his true Parent ; He ſhall finde , that there is no man that bath ſo juſt 
cauſe to complain, as the K ing himſelf hath. Now as we have told the ſucceſſe of 
the trumperies and _— our own Kings, and other great Perſonages: ſo we 
find,that G OD wevery- the ſame God. And as it pleaſed him to puniſh the 
uſurpation and unnaturall cruelty of Henry the firſt, and of our third Edward,in 
therr Children for many generations ; ſo dealt be with the ſons of Loys Debo- 
naire, the ſon of Charles the Great, or Charlemaine. For after ſuch time as De- 
bonaire of France, had torn out the eyes of Bernard his Nephew,the ſon of Pepin 
the eldeft ſon of Charlemaine, and Heire of the Empire, and then cauſed him to 
die in profon; as did our Henry to Robert his eldeſt brother : there followed 11+ 
thing but murders upon murders, poyſoning, impriſonments,and civill war ; till 
the whole race of that famous Emperour was extinguiſhed. And though Debo- 
naire, after he had rid himſelf of his Nephew by a violent death ; and of his ba- 
ftard brothers by a civill death (hawing incloſed them with ſure guard all the 
dayes of their lives, within a Monaſtery) held bimfelf ſecure from all oppoſition: 
Tet God raiſed up againſt him ( which he ſuſpeSted not ) bis own ſons, to wvex him, 
to invade him, to take him priſoner,and to depoſe him ; his own ſons, with whom

upon burnt and murdered ;men,women,and children. It is true that the ſaid Ning 
Francis repented himſelf of the fatt, and gave charge to Henry his ſon , tg doe 
juſtice upon the Murderers, threatning his ſon with GODS judgements, if be 
neglebied it. |But this unſeaſonable care of his, GO D. was not pleaſed to accept 
for-payment. * For after himſelf'w as ſlain in ſport by Montgomery, we 
all may remember what. became of bis foure ſons, Francis, Charles, Henry, and 
Hercules. 'Of which,althongh three of them became Kings, and were married to 
. beantifull and wertuous Ladies; yet were they, one after another, caſt out of the 
world. without flock or ſeed. And. notwithftanding their ſubtlety, and breach of 
faith"; with all their Maſſacres upon thoſe of the religion , and great effuſion of 
blood, the Crown was ſet ox his head,whom they all Izboured to diſſolve ; the Pro- 
teftants remait# more in unmber than ever they were”, and hold to this day more 
ftrong Cities than ever they bad. p or /

eth worldly glory ; through which, for the cleerneſſe thereof , there is no vanity 
which eſcapeth our ſight. And let adverſity ſeem what it will ; to happy men r1- 
diculons , who. make themſelves merry at other mens misfortunes ; and to thoſe 
under the crofle, grievous : yet this is true , That for all that is paſt, to the 
very inſtant, the portions remaining are equall to either.

I have been already ower-long,to make any large diſcourſe either of the parts of 
the following Story,or in mine own excuſe : eſpecially in the excuſe of this or that 
paſſage;ſeeing the whole is exceeding weak and defeiive. Among the groſſeſt,the 
unſutable diviſion of the books, I conld not know how to excuſe, had [I not been di. 
reed to enlarge the building after the foundation was laid, and the feſt part fi- 
niſhed. All men know that there is no great Art in the dividing evenly of thoſe 
things,which are ſubje& to number and meaſure. For the reft,it ſutes well enough 
with a great many Books of this Age,which ſpeak too much,and yet ſay little; Ipti 
nobis turto ſubducimur ; We are ftollen away from our ſelves, ſetting a high 
| rice on all that is our own. But hereof, though a late good. Writer make com- 
- plaint, yet ſball it not lay bold on me, becauſe I beleeve as he doth ; That who ſo 
thinks himſelf the wiſeft man, 3s but a poor and miſerable ignorant. . Thoſe that 
are the beſt men of war, againſt all the vanities and fooleries of the Warld,.do al- 
| - wayes keep the ſtrongeſt guards againſt themſelves, to defend them from then: 
- ſelves ; from ſelf love, ſelf eſtimation, and ſelf opinion. \ + nth 
| Generally concerning the order of the Worke, Ibawve. onely taken connſell from 
the Argument. For ofgthe Aſſyrians, which after the down-fall of Babel take up 
the firſt part,and were the firſt great Kings of the' World, there came little to the 
view of poſterity : ſome few enterpriſes, greater in fame than faith,of Ninus and 
Semiramis, excepted. | 
It was the ftory of the Hebrews, of all before the Olytnpiads, that oy2rcame 
' the conſuming diſeaſe of time ,and preſerved it ſelf from the wery cradle and be- 
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ginning. to this day : and.yet not ſo entire,but that the large diſcourſes thereof ( to © 
which un many Scriptures we are referred )are no where found. The Fragments of 
other Stories,with the ations of thoſe Kings and Princes which ſpot up here and 
there in the ſame time,] am driven to relate by way of digreſſzon + of which we

To the ſame firſt Ages do belong the report of many Inventions therein found; 
and from them derived to ns ; though moſt of the Authors Names have periſhed in 
ſo long a RR For thoſe Ages had their Laws ; they had diverſity of Go- 
wernment;they had K ingly rule; Nobility;Policy in war ; Nawigation, and all, or 
the moſt of needfull Trades. To ſpeak therfore of uſa ſeeing in a generall Hiſtory 
we ſhould have left a great deal of Nakednefs,by their omiſſron )it cannot properly 
be called a digreſſson. True it is,that I have made alſo many others : which if they 
ſhalbe laid to my charge, I muſt caft the fault inta the great heap of humane errour. 
For. ſeeing we dipreſſe in all the waies of onr lives : yea, ſeeing the life of man is 
nothing elſe but digreſſton ; F may the better be excuſed,in writing their lives and 
aflions, 1 am not altogether ignorant in the Laws of Hiſtory, and of the Kindes. 

The / ame bath been taught by many,but by no man better, and with greater bre- © 
vity, than by that excellent learned Gentleman Sir Francis Bacon. Chriſtian laws 
are alſo taught us by the Prophets and Apoſtles ;, and:every day preach't unto ws. 
But we flull make large digreſſrons © yea, the Teachers themſelves do not (in all.) 
keep the path which they point out to others. A OY 

For the reſt, after ſuch time as. the Perſians had wrefted the Empire from the 

' Chaldzans, 9 had raifed a great Monarchy, producing aGtions of more importance 
than were elſewhere to be fonund': it was agreeable to the Order of Story, to attend 
this Empire ; whilſt it ſo flour:ſbed, that the affairs of the Nations adjoyning had 
reference thereunto. The like obſervance was $0 be uſed towards the fortunes of 
Greece, when they again began3o get gronnd\upon thei Perſians z as alſo towards 
the affairs of Rome, when the Romans grew more mighty than.the Greeks. _ 
As for the Medes;the Macedonians,tbe Sicilians,tbe Carthaginians, and other 
Nations whareſiſted the beginnings of the former Empires,and afterwards became _ 
but parts of their compoſution and enlargement : it ſeemed beſt to.remember what 
was known of themfrom their ſeveral beginnings,in ſuch times and places as they 
in their floriſbing eſtates oppoſed thoſe Monarehies, which in the end ſwallowed 
them np. '\And herein Thave followed the beſt Geographers : who ſeldome give 
names to thoſe ſmall brooks, wheredf many, joyned together, make great Rivers ; 
till ſuch tine as they become nnited,and run in main ftrean tothe Ocean Sea. If the 
Phraſe be weak, and the Stile not every-where like it ſelf ; the firſt ſbews their 
legitimation and true Parent ; the ſecond will excuſe itſelf upon the Variety of 
Matter. Far Virgil, who wrote his Eclogues,-gracili avena, uſed ftronger-pipes, 
when be ſounded the wars of Fneas. It may alſo be laid togny charge, that I uſe 
divers Hebrew words in-my firſt book , and elſewbere ,'in which language others 
may think ,.and I my ſelf acknowledge it that I am altogether ignorant : but it 1s 
true,that ſome of them-I'finde in Montanus, others in Latine Character in $.Sc- 
nenſis;@ of the reſt T have borrowed the interpretation.of ſome of my friends.But 
ſay I had been beholding to neither , yet were it not to be wondred at,hawing had 
ih an 
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an cleven yeers leaſure, to attain the kuowledge of that, or of any other tongue , 
Howſoever, I know that it will be ſaid by many, 1 hat 1 might bhawe been more 
pleaſing to the Reader, if Thad written the Story of mine own times, having been 
permitted to draw water" as neer the W ell-head-as another. To this I anſwer, that 
who ſoever in writing a modern Hiſtory, ſhall follow triath too neer the heels , it 
may haply ſtrike ont his tteth.. There" is'no Miftreſje on Guide,that hath led her 
ollowers and ſervants into greater miſeries.

knowing this place, we ſhall the better judge of-the beginning. of Nations, and of the 
worlds inhabitation : for neere unto this did the Sons of Noah alſo diſperſe themfelves 
after the floud into all other remote regions and countries.

fire in men, to know from whence their owne forefathers have come, and out of what 
regions and Nations, it cannot be diſpleaſfing to underſtand the place of our firſt An.

Scripture, and what reaſon. may be found out,to make it true or probable, that the 
Arke of Noah was forſaken by the waters on the Mountains of Armenia. For the Text 
hach onely theſe words : The Arke reſted on (or upon) the Mountains of Ararat, or Ar. 


tain of Armexia ; becauſe Armenia it ſelte had ancicatly that name:ſo as firſt out of the 
name, and ſecondly out of the heighth (which they ſuppoſe exceeded all other) is the 
opinion taken, T hat the Arkefirſt ſate thereon. | 

But theſe ſuppoſitions have no foundation:for neither is Ararat of Armenia alone,nei- 
ther isany part,or any of thoſe Mountains of equal ſtature to many other Mountains 
of the World; and yet it doth not follow, that the Arke found the higheſt Mountaine 
of all other to reſt on: tor the Plains were alſo uncovered before Noah came out of the 


Arke: Now,if there were any agreement among Writers of this Ararat, and that t 
did not differ ye therejn, we might give more credit to the conceit, For Nor 
Bookes of the 8yb:ls it is written, that the Mountains of Ararat arein Phrygie,. upon 
which it was ſuppoſed that the Arke ſtayed afterthe Floud. And the better to particu- 
larize the place and ſeate of theſe Mountains, and to prove them in Phrygia, and not 
Armenia;they _—_—— where the City of Celenes was afterward built.

ſaith Plizie and Juſtine. But I donot think that Zoroafter invented the doftrineot 
Horoſcopes or Nativitie; : or firſt found out the nature of herbs, ſtones, and mi 
their Sympatheticall or Anti patheticall workings ; of which, I know not what King of 
Chaldeza isalſo made the Inventer. I rather think that theſe knowledges were far more 
ancient, and left by Noah to his ſons. For Abraham who had not any acquaintance with 
Zoroaſter, (as Jo reporteth) was no leſic learned herein than any other in that age, 
if he exc not all men then living : differing from the wiſdome of aftertimesa 
this, that he knew and acknowledged the true cauſe, and giver of life and vert 
to Nature and all Naturall things z whereas others (torgetting Gods infinite , dif. 

rſed, and univerſall power): admired the inſtruments, and did attribute 
| to the things themſelves, (from which the effects were ſenſible) which be 
longed tothat wiſdome , Which being one, and remaining in it ſelfe, can doe all things 
reneweth all. : 

Now whether this Zoroefter (overthrown by Ninus) were the ſame which wat 

excellent a Naturalift, it 'is doubted. For Zoroaſter the AagictanCtefi as calls Oxyarta, 
whom Plixje findes of a later time. And if Zoroaſter were taken away by a ſpirit (bei 
in the middeſt of his Diſciples) as ſome Authors report, then Zoroaſter, {lain by Niaw, 
was not the Magician: which is alſo the opinion of Scatrger. |

Which name;,as alſo Menexs, and Menis, were titles of dignity: thoug 
miſtaken by ſ@me as proper names. Kremtzhenins doth ver probably gather, that Xe 
or was Mercurius Ter-maximus 5 the Hebrew word Meri lignifying an Arithmeticiar, 
which name Ter-mraximns might well be attributed to 0ſeris, who was a | 02 Conque- 
Philoſpher,and Benefactor to mankinde, by giving good laws, and teaching pro- 
able Arts. In proweſle and great uhdertakings Seſoſtris was no whit inferiour to 0f-. 
m#.For be ſought victory not tor gain,but for honour onely:and being well contented, 
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diſpoſition, leaving them in a manner to their liberty, returned into Fgypr. 
Soon upon his return he was endangered by a great Treaſon, the houſe in which hee 
wasbeing by his own brother purpoſely fired : which neverthelefle he is faid to have 
| to have reigned in all thirty three yo_ after which time he choſe rather 
todiethan to live ; becauſe he fell blinde. Both Herodotzs and Diodorws affirm, that Se- 
foftrir Ieft a ſon, whoſe name was Pheron,or Pherones : who afterwards took the name of 
Sefeſris; but was nothing like to his father in glory : for he ſhortly fell blind. The 
" cauſcof his blindneſſe, Herodetas attributes to his aflaulting the river Nilzs with a jave- 
fin; which tale DioAorws having likewiſe heard, yet reports as a fable, ſaying that per- 
dips took the diſcaſe naturally from his father. - How long this man reigned, it is no 
hereexpreſled : yet foraſmuch as Orns the ſecond, | ray vs Buſiris who ſucceeded 
him, began 14.yeers after that this Seſoſtris had been king, it muſt needs be that this

Tf moreo- 
ver he ſought toderive all the pain and labour of publick works from the Egyptiangto 
the Zraelites ; he ſurely did that which to his own people was very plauſible : who(a 
appeares in Exedus) werenothing {lack in fulfilling the Kings cruelty, Now that Ony 
the ſecond, or Buſiris, was the __ firſt oppreſſed Yael , and made the Ediff 
drowning the Hebrew children, which (faith Cedrezws) laſted ten moneths : it isa comp 
mon opinion of many great and moſt learned Writers; whoalſo think that hereupgy 
grew the fable of Bufrie ſacrifici rs. It is ajſo a common interpretation ofthat ©

For God often-proſpers,not onely the-good(ſuch as Joſe 
was) but wicked men alſo,as his inſtruments againſt the day of wrath.T herefore per-

the idle beggar and loyterer, againſt the carefull and painfull labourer : all triallg 
right were taken away, and juſtice thereby baniſhed out of the world. 

The coveting of that which belongs to other men , bringeth no other profit thags 
diſtration of minde, with an inward vexation : for while we covet what apperts 
to others, we neglect our own : our appetites-are therein fed with vain and frui 
hopes,ſo long as we do but covet; and if we do attain to the deſire of theone, orthe 
other,ro wit,the wives or goods of our neighbours ; we can look for no other, but thy 
our ſelves ſhall alſo, either by theft or by ſtrong hand, be deprived of our own, 

Wherein then appeareth the burthen of Gods Commandments, if there be nothi 
in them, but rules and directions for the generall and particular good of all liying 
Surely,for our own good,and not in reſpect of himſelf,did the moſt mercifull and Pro- 
vident God ordain them ; without the obſervation of which, the vertues of heay 
bodies,the fertility of the earth , with all the bleffings | wr us 1n this life, wouldhe 
unto us altogether unprofitable, and of no uſe, For we ſhould remaine but in the ſtate 
of brute beaſts, if not ina far more unhappy condition. | 


$. XV. 
Of bumane law, written and umpritten. 


Umane law, of which nowit followeth to ſpeak, is firſt divided into two : (Fiz) 

Written, and Unwritten. The unwritten confiſts of uſage, approved by time; 
which Iſfdore calls Mores : and he defines Mores to be Conſuetudines vetuſtate probatez 
be cuſtemes approved by antiquitie, or unwritten lawes. Now cuſtome ditfereth fromulg 
as the cauſe from the effect : in that cuſtome is by uſe and continuance eſtabliſhed ints 
a law : but yet there where the law is defective, faith 1/fdore. 

And of cuſtomes there are two generall natures,containing innumerable particulay

Ow letus alittle, for inſtrufion, look back to the occaſions of ſundry of the grey 
N events, which have been mentioned in this Story of the life of Adoſes, for (ex 
ing Gods miracles, his promiſe,and fore-choice of this people )he wrought in all thi 
ell the wedinm of mens affeftions, and naturall appetites. And fo we ſhall 
that thefear which Pharaoh had of the increaſe of the Hebrews, multiplied b 
exceeding great numbers, wasthe next naturall cauſe of the ſorrows and | 
befell bite. and the Egyptian Nation : which numbers when he ſought by cr: 
ungodly policies to cut off and leſſen, as when he commanded all the male childre 
the Hebrews to be flain, God { whoſe providence cannot berefiſted, nor his purpols 
prevented by all the foaliſh and ſalvage craft of mortall men) moved compaſſionin 
the heart of Pharaob's own —_— , to preſerve that child, which afterward became 
the moſt wiſe, and of all men the moſt gentle and mild, the moſt excellently learned 
in all Divine and Humane knowledge,to be the conductor and deliverer of his 
ſed brethren, and the overthrow of Pharaoh, and all the flower of his Nation 
then, when he ſought by the ſtrength of his men of War, of his Horſe, and 
to tread them under, and bury them in the duſt.

Moſes, and the reſt of the Fathers, and Leaders of the Hebrews : all which feignings y 
touching the Jewsand their originalls, Joſephus againſt Appior, and Tertullian have 
ciently anſwered. For that the Hebrews were the children of Arphaxad and Heber , wy 
- man doubteth: and ſo Chaldeans originally, taking name cither of Heber,the ſon of 
orelſe (faith Montame ) of wandring,as is before remembred. And therefore doth 
hanus, the Greek Goammariangderive the Hebrews or jews,trom Araben ; having we of 
en the name of Abraham, who was the ſon of Heber, in the {ixth deſcent. Their ang. 
ent names were firſt changed by the two grand-children of Abraz : for after 
otherwiſe 1/rael, the chicf part were called 77ael,another part after Ea or Edom, t&. 
mites ; atlength the remnant of Jacob, being moſt of the Tribe of Judz, honoured the 
name of Judas, the ſon of Jacob, and became Þudears, or Jews : as alſo for a tine in the 
name of Ephraim the ſon of Joſeph, rhe chief of the Patriarchs of the ten Tribes, thereh 
of the ren Tribes were comprehended : but were firſt rooted out when the Ki 
of Tſraelfell. The JÞudears continued their names, though they ſuffered the ſameſers 
vitudenot long after, under Nabuchodonoſor.

This done,the ſmall army of 7ſrael made retrait from the purſuit. And although Sal # 
had bound the people by an oath not to take food ril the evening, yet his ſon Fonathas, 
being infcebled with extreme labour and emprineſle, taſted a dropof honcy un his 
ſage: for which $4 his father would bave pur him to dearh, had not the people deli 
vered him from his crucltic. 

The late miraculous vicorie of Sant and Fonathan, ſeems to have reduced unto the 
Philiftims remembrance their former overthrow, likewiſe miraculous in the dayes of 
Samuel, ſo thatfor ſome ſpace of time they held themſelves quiet. In the mean while 
Saul being now greatly encquraged, undertook by turns all his bordering enemies; 
namely,the Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites,and the 4rabiuns of Z obah,againit all which 
he prevailed. He then aſſembled all the forces he could make,to wit,z 10000.men,and @ 
recciving the commandement of God by Sameel, he invaded Aamalec,wafting and + 
Rroying all thar part of Arabia Petrea,and the Deſart belonging tothe Amalekiter,from 
Havilah towards Tigris unto Shyr,which bordereth egypt z in which warre hee took 
Agae their King priſoner, But whereas he was inſtruted by Seamect to follow this N- 
tion without compaſſion, becaule they firſt of all attempted 1ſxael, when they left - 
£71 in Moſes rime : he notwithſtanding did not only ſpare the life of ©Myag, bur reſer- 
ved the beſt of the beaſts and ſpoil of the Countrie, with pretence to offer them in {a 
crifice tothe living God. Therefore did Samuel now a ſecond time make him know that 
God would caſt him from his royall eſtate, ro which he was raiſed when he'was of baſe 
condition,and,as the Text hathar, lztrle i» his own eyes. And though the offence was 
great in Sax! for not obeying the voyce of God by Samuel, had there been no former 
precept to that effe& : yer ſeeing Sau! could. not be ignorant how ſeycrely it pleaſed 
God to enjoynthe 1ſraelites to revenge themſclyes upon that Nation, he was inall oo- 
excuſable.

For it is a matter of ne great conſequence to know the truth of this point 
(conlidering it apart from that which dependsthereon) Whether P#l were Feloſas, or 
ſome grher man : the whole race of theſe 4 ſyries and Babylonian Kings, wherein are 
thoſe famousi Princes, Nabonaſſar, Mardocempadus and' Nabopollaſſar ( famous for 
46 the Altronomicall obſervations recorded from their times ) is the-main ground of this 
contention. If therefore Beloſus or Beleſes were that Phul which invaded 1ſraelz if he and 
his poſterity reigned both in Ninewve and in Babylon , if he were father of Teglat-Phul- 
Aſer,from whom Salmaneſar,Senacherib,and Aſarhaddon deſcended; then it is manifeſt;

Honeſt and painfull men he confeſſeth that were, who 
by theirdiligence might have won the good liking of their Readers, had they not, by 
mentioning' Anxizs his Authors, given ſuch offence, that men retuſed thereupon to read 
their Books and Chronol

For mine own part, howſoever I belceve —_— Anniies his Beroſus, Metafthe- 
yes, and others of that ſtamp affirm, in reſpeR of their bare authority , yet am I not 6 
ſqueamiſh, butthat I can well —_ a good Book, though IT find the names of 
one or two of theſe good fellows alleged in'it : I have ( ſomewhat peradventure too 
often) already ſpoken my mind of Amzizs his Authors: Neverthelefle, I may ſay here 
again, that _ other Hiſtories are fajent, or ſpeak not enough, there may we withour 
ſhame borrow of theſe, as much as agrees with that lirtle which elſewhere we find, and 
ſerveth toexplain or inlarge it without improbabilities. 

Neither indeed are thoſe honeſt and painfull men (as Scaligey termes them, meaning, 
if I miſtake him not, good filly fellowes ) who ſet down the Aſſyrian Kings from Pul 
forwards, as Lords alſo of Babylon, taking Poul for Beloſus, and S may tor Nabondſ- 
ſar, ſuch Writers as a man ſhould be aſhamed or unwilling to read. For ( to omit g mul- 
titude of others, that herein follow Annivs, though diſliking him in generall ) Gerad® 
Mercator is not fo ſlight a Chronologer, that he ſhould be laughed out of doores with 
the name of an honeſt meaning fellow; 

Bur T will not make compariſons between Scaliger and cHertator ; they were bothof 
them men notably learned : let us examine the ar $ of Scaliger, and ſee whether 
they be of ſuch force as cannot either be reſiſted or avoyded. It will eafily be granted, 
that Nabonaſſar was King of Babylon, that he was not King of Aſſyri«, ſome men doubt 
whether Scaligers reaſons be enough to prove.

ver he ſhould behold inthe World, he cauſed his eyes to be torn out ot- his head, andfo 
carried him in a {laviſh manner to Babel, where he conſumed rhe reſt of lus wretched like 
in perpetuall impriſonment. Herein this moſt marvellous Prophecy of Ezechiel was ' 

Ez:k.12, rformed ; Addacam eum in Babyloniam, & ipſam non videbit : I will bring him in 
Rabylon, and he ſhall not ſeeit. _- 

Thus inthe eleventh and laſt year of Zedechias, which was the cighteenth of Nalw- 
chodonoſor, the Chaldeans eaten! the City by force, where ſparing no ſex nor age, they 
commirted all to the ſword that they therein found. 

3534+ Inthe year next following, Nabszaradan Generall of the Army, burnt the Kings P#- 
lace,andthe reſt of Fersſalem : and after this fire had laſted from x & ſeventh tothe temth 
day, he alſo burnt the Temple of God to the ground, when it had ſtood four hundred 
thirty and one years. 40 

After this, upon a ſecond ſearch, Nabuzaradaen ( not yet ſatiated with bloud ) com 
manded ſeventy and two others to be flaughtered, which had hidden. themſelves from

Ardoniss with his three hundred thouſand had withdrawn himſelf into 
M lit, whence he ſent Alexander, the ſon of Hmynry; King of Macedon, by nf 
baſſador tothe Athenians, with promiſe of large amends for all theit loſſes re- 
ceived and of extending their Territories as farre as their own deſires , ing them 
to retain their libertie and lawes, if they would make peace with Xerxes, and afiiſt him 
inthat watre, | 
The Athenians had now te-entted their City, but not as brought back their wives 

and children , for as much as they well perccived that the place could not be ſecure, till 
the Army of Mardonias was broken and defeated, Wherefore the Lacedemonians,un- 
derſtanding What fair conditions this Embaſſadour would propound, were perplexed 
with very great far, leſt he ſhould find good and ready acceprance, they 
likewiſe very ſpeedily diſpatched theirEmbafſzdors ſor 4thens,who arriving the 
Mart audicnce,uſed the beſt of their perſwafion to retain the Arbenians firm, 
They alleged, that neither Xerxes nor Darius had any A car 2 of Warre againſt the 
reſt of Greece, but had onely threatned the ſubverſion of Athens, till they and all their 
Confederates arming themliclves in defence of that City , were drawn into the 
rell, wherein the Athenians without much crucltic of injuſtice could not leave bs 
Wee agen, Bd cher; that yee have eadured great calamuics , loſing the fruit of the 

rounds, and þeing driven to forſake the Town, the houſes thereof be ruined, and 
unfit for your habitation, in regard whereof , wee undertake to maintain as our aw, 
your wives and children ſt us, as long as the warre ſhall continue, hoping that 
yec, who have alwaies procured libertic to others, will not now goe about to bring all gs 
Greece into {laycry and bondage; As for the Barbarians, their promiſes are large, but 
their words and oathes are of no aſſurance.

From thisrime forward I will therefore purſue the Hiſtorie of Greece, taking inthe 
matters of Perſi«, as alſo the eſtate of other Countries, collaterally, when the order of 
time ſhall preſentthem, True it hr gage the Perſian eſtate continued ip her greatneſle,qy- 
ny ages following, in ſuch wiſe that the known parts of the world had no other King- 
dome, _—_— Majeſty of a great Empire. 

Bur thus greatnefle depended onely upon the riches and power that had formerly bin 
acquired, yeelding few ations or none that were worthy of remembrance, cxcopting

This their mtolerable deme much offended Themiſtocles ; who, though in fats 
mer times he had layed the foundations of his greatnefſe upon popularity, yet now pre. 
ſuming upon his good ſetvices done to the State,he thought that with great reaſon 
might grant him the liberty rocheck their mordinate proceedings. Bur 
they were ſo highly offended with his often rehearſing the beriefirs which they had re- 
ccived from him, that they laid upon him the punidhment of foals whereby hee 
was baniſhed for ten years, as a man oyer-burthenſome to the n-wealth,. og 

Before the time of his return was half expired, a new accuſation was brought againſt 
him by the Lacedemonians,who charged him of conſulting with Paxſan/as,about betray. 
ing the whole Countrey of Greece unto Xerxts,Hereupon Themſtecles,finding no place 
of ſecurity againſt the malice of two ſuch mighty cirics, was driven, after many trouble- 
ſome flights, and crous removingsto adventure himſclf intoPerſia, where he found 
Artaxerxes newly ſctled,8 was by him very honourably cntertained. But the great hope 
which Artaxerxes had conceived of advancing his affairs by the counſell and affiſtance 
of Themiſftecles,proved altogether fruitleflc. For when the 4thenians,in favour of Inars 
the Zybiaz,(who infeſted Egypr, ca it to rebell againſt the Perſian) had ſent a Flert 
to Sea, landing an Army in Egypt,and ing thoſe Eaſtern Seas, to the great hindes 30 
rance of Artaxerxes, and ( for ought that I can underſtand ) to the manifeſt breach of 
that peace, which to their great honour they had concluded with "Xerxes ; then did the 
King ſend his Letters to Themiſtocles, requiring him to make good the hopes which he 
had given, of aſſuring the Perſian eſtate againſt the Greeks. 

But whether Themiſftocles perceived much unlikelinefle of good ſucceſſe,in Form.

vour of hus yertue it is more commonly reported ) the love of his Country would-not

An Athenian Fleet of rwo hundred faile ſtrong was 
ſent forth under Cimon,to take-in the Ifle of Cyprav : which conqueſt ſeemed cafic both | 
to make and to maintain, the Perſiax being utterly broken at Sea, and thereby unable @@ 
to relieve the Iſland. Now although it were ſo, that a peace had been concluded, which 
was likely to have been kept ſincerely by the Per fran,who had made fo goon proofe of 
the Grec1an valour, that he was nothing defirous to build any ſhips of Warre ( without 
which the Greeks could reccive no harm from him) whercof if any one ſhould be found 
ſayling towards Greece, the peace was immediatly broken, and if not, his whole eſtates 
yct all the Sea-coaſt (no of his Dominions) expoſed to thewaſte of an enemy 
roo far over-marching him. Yet w the Athenians were in doubt, leſt the Jeagie - 
which in his own worſer fortunes M& had made with them, he would break in theirs; and

| of the Corinthians and Theo Srintdned againſt the State # Sparta. | 


N the mean ſeaſon the Lacedemonians, who found none able to withſtand 
them in Greece, began to call the Zleans to accomprt for ſome diſgraces regg- 
ved by them during the late Warres, when leaſure was wanting to the requi- 
tall of ſuch petty injuries, Theſe Zkaxzs being Preſidents of the a_ iaque 
had ſet a fine upon the Ciry of Sparta, for Non-payment of which, they forbal the? 
to come to the ſolemnity ; and publiquely whipt one of them that was of note, Yar 
preſuming to contend againſt their decree. Likewiſe oy hindred Ags King of $ 
#4 from doing ſacrifice to Fupiter , I T pohts uſed great contempt toward the ... 
Spartans, who now had no ſle that could hinder them from taking revenge :: and*®* 
therefore ſent a peremptory meſſage to the Eleans, commanding them to fer ar 
the Citics which they held in ſubje&ion. This was the uſuall pretence which __ 
the ground of all their Wars : though little they cared for the liberty of ſuch Towng, 
which they cauſed afterwards to become followers, and little berter than meer Vaſfals 
of the Lacedemonians. In their late Wars with 4thess, the ſtrong tion which

to come to the ſolemnity z and publiquely whipt one of them that was of note, Yor 
preſuming to contend againſt their decree. Likewiſe they hindred Ags King of $ 
4 from doing ſacrifice ro Fupiter z, and in all points nſcd great contempt own 
Spartans, whonow had no ſe that could hinder them from taking revenge ': and 


therefore ſent a peremptory meſſage to the Eleans, commanding them to fer ar 
the Cities which they held in ſubje&ion. This was the uſuall pretence which 


the ground of all their Wars : though little they cared for the liberty of ſuch 

which they cauſed afterwards to become followers, and little berter than meer Vaſfals 
of the Lacedemonians. In their late Wars with A4thess, rhe ſtrong tion which

But now in the fatall Perigdef 
ſo great an Empire,with much wiſdome,and(Dariss being ſlain) with ſufficient honour, 
he might have acknowledged the Macedonian in the Perfians room.

enormities rehearſed; though ſomewhat the more ſparingly , for fear of 
Wgement. If the ſubjects of Rowe groaned under ſuch oppreſſions, what muſt we think 
thoſe that were Vaſlals unto. Carthage? The. Romans itfipoled no burthenſome 
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' unto thecontrary part ; to the utter ruine of thoſe Princes and States that have truſked Þ 


rribures z they loved nor to hear, that rheir Empire was grievous ; they condemned mg, 
ny noble Citizens for having been ill Governours. Ar Carthage all went quite con 

: the rapincs newly diviſed by one Magiftrate, ſcrved as preſidents to inſtruct ang, 

rg every man reſolved ro doe the like, when ir ſhould fall ro his turne, and he ww 
held anotable Stateſman, whoſe robberies had been ſuch; as might afford a good thay 
to the common treaſure. Particular exampley of this Carthaginias praftice are not ex. 
rant : the government of Yerres the Roman in $icil, thar is lively ſet out by Tulie , may 
{crve ro inform us, what was the demeanour of theſe Punick Rulers, who ſtood ine 
of no ſuch condemnation, as Ferres underwent.

The dangers growing from the uſe of mercenary Souldiers, and 
forrain CAnxiliaries. 


He extreme danger ing from the imployment of ſuch Souldiers, is wellob- 
ſerved by Machiavel ys 7, ry thar 7%. are more terrible to thoſe whom 
they ſerve, than to thoſe againſt whom they ſerve. They are ſeditious, unfairhiull, 

diſobedient, deyourers, and deſtroyers of all places and Countries, whercinto they ar 

drawn, as being held by no other bond, than their own commodity. Yea, that whichis 
moſt fearfull among ſuch hirelings,is,that they have often, and in time of greateſt extre- 
mity,not only refuſed to fight, in their defence, who have enterrained rhem,but revolted 


them. Thoſe mercenaries (ſaith Machiavel) which filled all 1r4ly when Charles the 
of France did paſſe the Alpes, were the cauſe that the ſaid French King won the 
of Naples with his Buckler without a Sword. Notable was the cxample of Sfor7s, the 
Father of Francis Sfor7a, Duke of Millan , who being entertained by Queen Foaxeel 
Naples,abandoned her ſervice onthe ſudden,and forced her to pur her ſelf into the hands 
of the King of Aragon Like unto his father was Francs Sfor7,the firſt of that n_ 
of Millan , who being entertained by the Millanes, forced t to become his 
even with the very ſame army which themſelves had levied for their own defence. Bit 
Lodewick Sfor7a,the {on of this Francs, by the juſt judgement of God, was made a mt 
morable example unto poſterity,in loſing his whole eſtate by the treachery of ſuch faith # 
leſs Mercenaries,as his own father had been. For,havi vogeden army of Swit7er5,a0d 
committed his Dutchy,together with his perſon,into their hands, he was by them de 
vered up unto his enemy the French King, by whom he was incloſed in the Caſtle of I 
ches unto his dying day. oP 

The like inconvenience is found , in ufing the help of forrain Auxiliaries. We

Such is the errour of 
judgement in valuing things according to the common opinion. Bur the true name 
of Tyranny, whenit growesto ripenels, is none other than Feritie: the 
Ariſtotle ſaich tobe worle than any vice. It excecdeth indeed all other vices, 
from the paſſions incident both to Man and Beaſt $ no lefs than Perjury, Mt 
ſon, and the like horrible crimes, exceed in _—_, the faults of Glurtony and 
kenneſs,that grow from more ignoble appetites. Hereof Scirow, Procruftes, and 
camptes, thar uſed their bodily force ro the deſtruction of Mankinde, are not 
examples, than Phalaris, Dionyſims,and Agathecles, whofe miſchievous heads were 
ſiſted by the hands of deteſtable Rufhans. The ſame barbarous defire of 
tranſported thoſe old cxamples of Feritie, and theſe latter Tyrams, beyond the 
ny : neither of them knew the uſe of Rule, nor the Silkcrence berween Freemen 
and ſlaves. 

The rule of the husband over the wife, and of parents over their children,js naturall 
and appointed by God himſelf , ſothar it is rave and fimply,allowable and good. 
The former of theſe, is as the dominion of Reaſon over Appetite;the latter is the whole 
anthority, which one Freemancan have over another. The rule of a King is no more, Þ 
nor none other,than of a common Father over his whole country:which he that knowes 
what the power of a Father is,or ought to be,knowes ro be enough. Burthere is agres 
rer and more Maſterly rule, which God gave unto Adam, when he faid ; Hove 
ion over the fiſh of the Sea and over the fowle of the aire,and every living thing thit me. 
veth upon the earth : which alſo he continueth unto Noah and his children, ſaying, The 
fear o you(and the dread of you ſhall be upon every beaſt of the earth,and upon every fool 
4 the aire,upon all that moverh wpon the earth,and upon all the fiſhes of the Sea: ioyeur 

ands are they delivered. He who gave this dominion umto Man, did give alſo anapt- 
mide to uſe it. The execution of thi hath fince extended ir ſelf, over a yery great 
part of Mankinde. There are indeed no {mall numbers of men , whoſe diſabilityto yg 


overne themſelves, proves them, according to Ar:forles doetrine, to be naturally 
aves. 
Yet find I not in Scripture any warrant to s men with bondage : unleſs the 
lawfulneſs thereof be ſufficiently intimated, where it is ſaid, That a man ſhall not be 
niſhed for the death of a ſervant, whom he harh ſlain by correRtion , if the ſervant 
Exod.21.33, Htveaday or two,becauſe he i his money: or elſc by the captivity of the rn 9 
Num.30.4% which were made bond-fſaves,- and the SanQtuary had a part of them for the Lords tri- 
bute.

ion. Now althoughir was ſo, That the Romens did many times preyaile with 

joym Generals : yet was this never ſo ſeldome, without as much concord, as an 
vertue of the Commanders: For their modefty hath often been ſuch,rhar the leſs 
Captain, though of equall authority; hath willingly ſubmitted himſelf ro the 
Uher,and obeyed his dire&ions; This notwithſtanding, they have many times, by or- 
two Commanders of one Army, received great and moſt dangerous over- 
whereof in the ſecond Punick war we finde examples. On the contra- 
zintheir wars moſt remore, that were alwayes managed by one, they o_ 
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5 failed rowin exceeding honour, as hereafter ſha!l appear. Now of thoſe ten Genera © 
which ſerved the Athenians at the bartell of Murarhor, it may truly be ſaid, that had 
not their temper been better, than the judgement of the people that ſent them 
and had not they fubmitted themſelves to the conduttion of Miltiades , their affairs 
found the ſame ſucceſſe which they found at other times, when they coupled Niciar and 
Alcibiades together 'in Sicil : the one being ſo over-wary, and the other ſo naſty, PP 
came to nought that they undertook whereas C:mor alone, as allo Arrftides,an 
having ſole - mk of all, did their Country and Common-weal moſt remarkable fer. 
vice. Foritishard to find two great Captains of equall diſcretion ang valour, hut 
that the one hath more of fury than of judgement,and ſo the contrary,by whichthe beſt ;, 
occaſions are as often overſlipr, as at other times many ations are unſcaſonably under. 
| taken. I remember it well, that whenthe _ of Conde was ſlain after the Bartell of 
| - Farnac,(which Prince,together withthe admiral Chaſt:{lap,had the condutt of the Bp. 
[ reftant Army). the Protejtants did greatly bewail the loſle of the ſaid Prince, in 
'of his Religion, perſon,and birth , yet comforting themſclves,they thought ir rather mn 
advancement,than an hinderance to their affairs. For ſo much did the yalour of the one 
out-reach the adviſedneſle of the other, as whatſocycr the Admirall intended to win 
attending the adyantage, the Prince adyentured to loſe, by being over-confident in his 
Own Courage. 

But we need no better example, than of the Carthaginians in this preſent bulineſſe:Þ 
who, though they were ſtill fick of their ill grounded love to Hanne, and were unyil- © 
ling to diſgrace himzyet ſeeing that all ran towards ruine,through the diſcord of the Ge- 
nerals,committed the deciſion of their controverſies, unto the Army that ſerved under 
them. The judgement of the Army was,that Hazno ſhould depart the Camp: which ke 
did, and Hannibal was ſent in his ſtead,one that would be directed by Amilcar, andtha 
was enough. _. 

Afterthis, the affairs of Carthage began to proſper ſomewhat better. Mathoand $ 
dius had brought rhcir Army necr unto the City y and lay before it, aS in a fiege. They 
might well be bold ro hope and adventure much, having in their Campe above fifty 
thouſand, beſides thoſe that lay abroad in Garriſons. Nevertheleſle, the City was too 38 

- ſtrong forthem to win by aſſault: and the entrance of viftuals they could not hindergf 
any ſhould be ſent in by friends from abroad. 

Hieron, King of Syracuſe, though during the wars in $Sicil he affiſted the Romany, 
and ſtill continucd in their alliance, yet now ſent ſuccours to the Carthaginians: fea- 
ring their fall, and conſequently his own 4 becauſe if no other State gave the Rimnuss 
ſomewhat to trouble their digeſtion, the Principality of Syracsſe would ;ſoon be de- 
vourcd by them, The Rowars allo gave them ſome ſlender affiſtance,and, for the pre- 
ſent,rcfuled good offers made untothem by the Mercenaries, This they did to ſhewa 
kinde of noble diſpoſition z which was indeed but counterfeir, as the ſequell manifeſtly 

roved. 4 
: W hileſt Marhoand his followers were bufily prefling the City, Amilcay was asdil- 
gent in waiting at their backs,and cutting off all that come to their ſupply : ſo that find 
ing themſelves more ſtraightly beſieged by him, than Carthage was by - —_ they put+ 
poled ro deſiſt from their vain attempr,and try ſome other courſe. Hercupon they ſue 
intothe field : when Spexdius, and one Zarcas an African Caprain afliſting the rebell- 
on, take upon them to find CAmilcar work having Matho in Tunis, to negotiate 
thetr friends and take a generall care of the buſineſle. The Elephants of Carthage, and 
horſe of Naravaſus, made Spendins fearfull ro deſcend into the Plains. Wherefore 
he berook himſclf ro his former method of war, keeping the mountains , 
rough grounds, or occupying the ſtraighteſt paſſages, whercin the deſperate courage 59 
of his men might ſhew it ſelf, with little diſadvantage. But Amilcar had mores$kill in 
this Art, than could be matched by the labour of Spendiss. He drew the enemy tomar 
ny skirmiſhes ; in all which the ſuccefſe was ſuch , as added courage to his own men, 
and abated the firengrth and ſpirit of the Rebels. Thus he continued, provoking them 
night and day: ſtill|\ntrapping ſome of them, and ſometimes giving them the over- 
throw in plain barrel]: untill at length he got them into a ſtraight, whence ere 
ſhould get our, he meant to take of them a good account. Their judgement was

ZNow ſcemcd the affairs of Greece likely to be ſetled in better order, than they had 
zen fince the beginning ofthe Peloponneſian Wars, yea, or fince the Perſian invali- 
Wrwhen God,who had otherwiſe diſpoſed of theſe marters,hindred all with a' draught 
cold water, which Clcomenes drank in great hear, andthereupon fell extreme ſick, 
Wd could nor be preſent at Zerne, but cauſed the Parliament to be deferred to ano- 
ther ume. Nevertheleſs he ſent home the chief of his priſoners, to ſhew that he meant 
other than good faith. By this fair dealing he confirmed the Achaaxs in their de» 
of his friend{hip: who afſemblcd again at Argos, there to cſtabliſh the League. But 
Saw was vichinns bear againſt it, and ſought by great words, and terrible threats,to 
make his Countrimen afraid of reſolving. When all would not ſerve turn, he betook 
kimſelfto his cunning ; and ſent word to Cleemexes, that he ſhould do well to leave his 
Amy behind him, and come alone into Argos, receiving hoſtages for ſafety of his 
watſon.

So was Srroſs overthrown by the 
Marques of Marignan, becauſe he could not be perſwaded to diſlodge the night before 
the Marques higarrivall. Therefore did rhe French King Francis the firſt wiſely : wheh 
without reſpe&t of point of honour,he diſlodged from betore Lander ſey,by night;as many 
other the moſt adviſed Caprains, (not finding rhemſclves in caſe to give batrell) haye 
done.

In the mean while, C. Atils 
the other Conull, with the Legions of Sardinia,lands at Piſa ; ſo as the Ganles indo- 
ſed betweentwo Armies, are forced to fight. They therefore equally ſtrengthen their 
Rear and Front. To ſuſtain Emrlize, they appoint the Geſſates, and the Milanes , inthe 
Front they range the Premontors, and the reſt of the Ganles inhabiting upon the River 
Po. The manner of the fight Polybins deſcribeth ar large : which was well fought of ll 
hands. Bur in the end the Gawles fell ; and ſodid Atil;ws rhe Conſull : who dicd in the 
_ accompanicd with the two Kings of the Gawles,Concolitanus and Aneroe ſtus, with 
orty thouſand of their Vaſlals. 
After this fatall overthrow, the Gawles loſt courage; and,cre long,all thatthey heldin 
Ttaly. For they were inyaded the year following this overthrow, by the new 
Faulvins and Manlins, The Romans knew elbow to uſc their vidtory : they gave net 
ten, twenty, or thirty years time to the Gawles, ro repair their forces, as the Gatles 
had done tothem.

The horn was well known, and therale beleeved/1#h 
All Macedon therefore was in an uproar : and not only the borderers,ready-to fall upon 
the Countrey, but ſome Captains of Phlip, cafily corrupted% who thinking to make:

He alſo took order, to ha 
cons cre&ted, thar = give him notice of the enemics doings, upon whom he meagr 
ſhortly toreturn. The affairs of Macedon , his preſence quickly eſtabliſhed, Burin 
Greece allwent ill-favouredly : —_—y inthe Ile of Exbes, where one Platoy betraied' 
to Attelws and the Rowans, the Town of Oreum, ere Philip could arrive to help it: 
where alſothe ſtrong City of Chales was likely ro have been Joſt, if he had not come 58 
the ſooner. He made ſuch haſty marches, that he had almoſt raken Arra/ms inthe City 
of Opws : This City, lying over againſt Eabzs, Arralus had won, more throughthe 
cowardize of the people, than any great force that he had uſed : now becauſe the Zowas 
Souldiers had defrauded him inthe ſack of 0reum, and taken all ro themſelves , it was 
agreed, that Arralus ſhould make his beſt profit of the opantrans, without admitring the 
Romans to be his ſharers.But whilcſt he was buſic,in drawing as much mony as he could 
out of the Citizens : the ſudden tidings of Ph:lips arrivall, made him leave all behitde

examples of them among the Hebrewes : whereof that berween David and Goliah, and 
others performed by ſome of Davids Worthies, againſt thoſe thar challenged are 
greatly celebrated. Unto the ſame kinde 'appertains rhe fight between rwelve af the 
Tribe of F#da,and 2s many of the Bemjamitts.T he Romans had many of them : whereaf 
that,was principal,in which they ventured rheir Domimon upon the heads of threebrg. 
thren the Horati;, againſt the three brethren,C#rarrz, that were Albanfi The combat of ” 
Manlizs Torquatss ; and ſhortly after,of Yate#:us Corvines,with two Champioas-ohs 
Gawles, which challenged any Reman, were of leſs importance,ac having only reference 
to bravery. In Exgland there was a great Combat fought berwcen Edmond Ironfi 
and Can#1wthe Dane, for no lefſe marter than the Klngdome. The uſe of themwg 
very frequent inthe $4xos times almoſt upon every occafion, grear or ſmall. In we 
reign of Edward the third, who ſuſtained rhe parry of Mownrfort, againſt rhe Earle of 
Bloys, contending for the Dutchy of Britaimgthere was a fight for honor of the Nations, | 
between thirty ot the Britons aud thirty Engl ſh: two of which Enghſb were Calveln 
brave Captain; and that Sir Robert Knolles,who afterwards became a renowned Com- 
wander in the Fre:ch wars, 8 did highly honour his bloud,whereot the Lord Knolkesis 6 
deſcended. It were infinite toreckon the examples of the like, found in' Eg l;fb, French, 
and'7taliaw Hiſtories. Moſt of them have been combanrs of bravery,and bf gyere de can, 
asthe French term it; for honour of ſeverall Nations , for love of Miſtreſles, or whass 
ſoever clſe gave occaſion unto men,defirous to ſer out themſelves. Bur beſides thoſe of 
this ſort there aretwo other natures of combars ; which arc, cither upon accuſation tge 
life, or upontriall of Title and Inheritance;as in Writ of r1eht. And of this latrer kind; 
was that, of which we ſpake even now; berween Corbis and 0rſu4. Untothele (me 
thinks) may be added, as of different condition from the reſt, the combar upon Wage 
{uch as were that between Dawidand Goliah, or that berween the Horatii and Caratui 
in which without regard of Title,the Dominion of Nations, one over the ocher, is ads vþ 
ventured upon the head of Champions. Upon an accuſation fer lite, there was a come 
bat appointed between the Lord Henry of Boxlinbrook Duke of Hereford, and Moubrey 
Duke of Norfolk. There was 4'eombar performed by Sir Fehn Anſley and one Cattring» 
row: whom Anſley charged with treaſon: and proved it upon him, by being viRorious. . 
The like was fought berween Robert of Moumfort, and Henry of E(ſex. The like allo, 
between a Navarrow,and one Welſh of Grimsby,whom the Nawvarrow accuſed of trealogs 
bur,being beaten in fight, confeſle d that he had belyed him, and was therefore dxawn 
and hanged. Whether our tryall by bartell do determine, that the falfe accuſer, if he 
be vanquiſhed, ſhall ſuffer the puniſhment which had been due to the offender, it _ 
the accuſation had been proved z I cannot affirme. But we every where find, That uw Wt « 
if he which is accuſed of treaſon,or,according tothe cuſtomes of N ang, of Murder, 

Rape, or burning of places (offences puniſhed by death) be overcome, He ſhall ſuffer 

the pains appointed for thoſe crimes. In combats for tryallof right; is not ſo: neither 

is the Appellant or Defendant bound to fight in perſon, but he may try it by tis Cham- 

pion,as did Paramody and Low, or offered to do, inthe reign of Queen ElRabeth. And 

in this caſe, he that is beaten or yeeldeth; loſerh only his cauſe, not. his lite. Neithet 

are the combats upon accuſation, or ryall of right, fought in open ficld, as arc thoſe of 
bravery , butin Camp we: Ke is, within rails. Now this tryall by combat was ſo or-

But now for the Lie it ſelf, as ix 
made the ſubject of all our deadly quarrels ineffeR : toit I fay, That whoſoever giugh 
another man the Zie,when it is manifeſt that he hath licd,doth him no wrong at all ; ne 
ther ought it to be more hainoufly taken, than to tell him, he hath broken any | prom 
which he hath otherwiſe made. For he thar promiſcth any thing, tels him, ro whombe 
hath promiſed, that he will perform it ; and, in not performing ir, he bad made higs 1, 
ſelfa Lier. On the other ſide, He that gives any man the Zie,when he himſclf knowg . 
that he, to whom it is given. bath not lied; doth therein give the Lze direQly to hint, 
And what cauſe have I, if I ſay that the Sun ſhines when it doth ſhine, and that angy 
ther fellowrels me I lic, for it's midnight , to proſccute ſuch an one to death,for maki 
himſelf a fooliſh Rufhan, and a Cor inkis own knowledge 2 For he that gives the. 
in any other diſpute, than in detence of his Loyalty,or Litezgives it impertinenely 
Rufhan-like. I will not Ceny but it is an extream rudeneſle totaxe any man in publy 
with anuntruth (ifitbe not pernicious, and to his prejudice againſt whom the 
1$ uttered:) Bur all that is rude, onght not to be civillized with death. Thar 
more toadmire and imitate a Freneh cuſtome, and a wicked one, than to admire and uv 
tofollow the counſell of God. Butyou will ſay, that theſc diſcourſes favour of cow 
ardize. Itistruc if you call itcowardize to fear God or hell : whereas he that istn 
wile, and truly valiant, knowes that there is nothing clſc to -be feared. For againſt ay 
Encmies ſword, we ſhall find ten thouſand ſeven-penny-men (waged at that price in the 
wars) that fearir as little, or perchance leſſe,than any proteſt Sword-man inthe world, 
Diligentiſsima'in iutela ſui F ortitudo; Fortitude is 4 Lien preſerver of it ſelf. lc is((aith 
Ariſtotle) a mediocrity between doubting and daring. Sicut now Martyremw pand: fi 
nee fortem pugna,; ſed cauſa: As it not the / 405-poout that makes the Martyr: ſo it wet 
| fightio that declares 4 valiant man, but fighting in a good canſe. In which, whoſoever 
relolvedly end his life, reſolyedly 1n reſpeAt of the cauſegto wit, in defence of his g 
Prince, Religion, or Countrey : as he may juſtly be numbred among the Martyrsof 
God ſo may thoſe that dic with malicious heartsjin private combats, be called the Mar 
tyrs of the Deyill. INcither do we indeed take our own revenge, or puniſh the injus 
ries offered us, by the death of the injurious. For the true conqueſt of revenge is, t0 
give him, of whom we would be revenged, cauſc to repent him : and not to lay the te- 
pentance of another mans death upon our own conſciences z Animaſq; in vslnere pout- 
re; Andto drown our ſoules in the wounds and bloud of our exemies, Hereupon you will 
againask me, if I condemn, in generous and noble ſpirits, the defence of their honours, 
being preſt with injurics ? I ſay thatI donor, if the injurics be violent. For the Lawot ,

dcſtroy it; _ you will ſtile thoſe As honourable, where the Hang-man gives the 
Garland. For, ſceing the Lawes ofthis Land have appointcd the Hang-manto ſecond 
the Conqueror, and the Lawes of God appointed the Bevill ro ſecond, the Conquered 
dying in malice : I ay,that he is both bale & a fool,that accepts of any Cartel fo $0 
pones this perchance it wil be anſwered, T hat the Kings of Exmgland,s: other Ci 
zan Kings, have ſeldome taken any ſuch advantage over men of quality, who upon even 
terms have ſlaintheir private enemies.

-ncafuric ; upon the ſetting forth of ſolemn plays,that he had yowed to make whileſt he 
pu bulicd in his Spawiſh wars. This helped wel to revive the memory of his victories al- 
xeady gotten and to give hope unto the People of greater vitories in the war,yhich he 
to make in Africk.T o the ſame purpole,did the Spent Embaſſages avail much 

the Senate ; eſpecially that of the Saguntines : who magnified his aRians highly and

Only it is ſaid, rhat he 
ſpcnt the Surnmer by the Temple of F#xo Lacinia,where he railed an Altar,with 
Tide of all that he had performed, graven in Punick and Greek letters. Such accompr of 
winnings paſt, is commonly in Gameſters that arc ar the height of their torrune, a cauſe 
of remifhon and careleſneſſc ; in thoſe that are upon the loling hand, a cauſe both of the 
ſame for the preſent,and ſhortly afrer of dejeRion, when they finde a notable change, A # 
grear peſtilence, infeſting both the Carthaginian and the Roman Camp, is ſaid ro have 
been the occaſion of this years idleneſs ; which fell out not much amiſs for the City

his promiſe lately made: and fignified his ailiance with the Cartheginians, adding, That 
hecould not chooſe bur fight for the detence of 4frick, wherein he was born and reig- 
ned , and for the defence of his beloved wives Country, if it were invaded. Neventhe 
lefle he iſcd ro remain a'Neuter, ſo long as the Rowans and Carthaginians held wit 
h from Afrik, as hitherto they had done. This meſlage haſtened 5& 
'6 m his expedition,much more than any perſwaſion could have done. For the prom 
d affiftance of S1phax had not a lirtle advanced his enterpriſe ; in procuring bothrhe 
affenÞof the Senate, and the forwardnefſe of many Advenurers. Left therefore the fa 
ling of this hope, ſhould work toogreat a change in common opinion, He thought &'F 
the'beſt way; to prevent all diſcourle, and ſerthe war undertaken innnediately on foot.

And now the 
Summer was quite ſpent : fo rhit it was time for him ro chooſe a place, and forrifie his 
Winter-Camp, - which muſt be well ſtored againſt the year following. - Whileſt thus 
neceflity urged him to leave Yrica: and ſhame of taking the repulſe in his firſt greater» 
rerprife,rather than any hope of better ſucceſſe, cauſcd him to ſtay there: Aſdrubaland 
$Syphax gave him rhe honour of a fair pretence to leave rhe fiege. Aſdrubel head mades 
Levic of thirty thouſand foot, and three thouſand horſe: yer adventured not with this 
-trained Army to draw near unto the Romans before the comming ot -_ Syphax 
brought with hint unto TCarchage fifty thouſand foot, and ten thouland-horſe : which 46 
joyning unto the forces of 4ſdr#bal,they marched bravely toward Scipio, who thereby 
took occaſion todiflodge. He choſe for his Winter-Camp the banks of an Inlet, that 
had-good harbour for his Navie. His foot-men he lodged on a Promontory, joyni 
rothe Contnentby an arme of Land : his horſe-men he beſtowed upon lower g 
on the other ſhoar : inthe botrome of the Creek he mored his ſhips ; and there he quars 
tered the Mariners,with all thatbelonged unro the Fleer. The whole camp he ſtrongly 
fortified, and ſo-mtended the ſeaſon'ot the year , when # ſhould ſerve him again to 
fight. Of cartel} and other booty Maſaniſſs had brought in great ſtore, by driving the 
Courttey; before-the' comming'ot Aſdrwb«l and Syphax. Corn alſo he had gorten 
fome : and great ſtore was ſeht him from S:ic:{and Sardemra, Likewiſe apparell for his 
Souldiers, was ſent from home,or from Sardin : though ſcarce h ro ſerve 
for.charit was a matter of more cot, The ſhips that brought theſe rhungs ,be fra; 
homewards with{uch part of his booty,as he could/beſt ſpare , eſpecially with captives |; 
robe ſold for fYlavesi - Aſdrabil and Syphax encamped near unto Scrprot not ſo ſtrongly 
fortifying themlelves, as did the 'Romans,cither for that they wanted the ſevere inſtitun-

W hen Spring drew near, Scipio hr ir to aſſay his old friend the Numids- 
an King, it = hewpth ight be won by perſwaſions to forſake the Carrhaginians, jg 
It was conſidered, rhar choſe Barbarians were naturally unconſtant z and part , 
that Syphax had given proof before this of his much leviry. Ir might therefore 
hoped, That having wh 6 _— by lodging a whole Winter in the Camp: and 
being peradventure no leſs weary with ſatiety of his wife, who had cauſed him ro enter 
into this war : he might be moved with a lirtle entreary to withdraw himſclf home 


into his Ki ne, and reſt a Newter. But it is not unlikely, that ſuch a friend as this

gunner wherein he lay : and the Enemies had great adyantage of him in number-, 
feaally in borle ; which, upon ſuch ground, could nut be reliſted by the Komay Legi- 
ans; Fh longer therefore that he thought upon the matter ; the more needfull he found 
*Z&r. himſelf, ro make ſome ſudden attempt upon their Camp. To this. end he ſent 
oy. Embaſladours,under pretence of treating abour the Peace z but indeed of F. 
ole todiſcover all that might concernthe intended ſurpriſe. With theſe Embaſſadburs 
elcnt, as Aitendants, many old Souldicrs, diſguiſed ike Daves ; thar wandring (as it 
were) idle up and down the Camp; might obſerve” the waies and entrances, with 
wharlocyer clſc was necdfull, When he had learned as much as he defired; upon the 
widen he (cnt word to Syphax,that it was vain to hold any longer Treaty, foramuch 
whe could not get the conſent of his Councell of war - without whoſe approbation, 
ichar himſclf could do, was. no more,than the good will of one tnan., Thi he di to 
theend that, without any breach ot fairh, he. mighr pur his defign in cxccurion. The 
nice being thus cur off, 4/dr#ba! and Syphax were very pentive ; as having lawghy 
lwaded ſelves, that their trouble was almoſt at an end. Bur ſince it could be no = 
eter, they began to deviſe, by what art they might draw ao ou of _ his Camp, 
wdpcovoke him to battail in thoſe Plains. -This if they could do, they hoped ro

By luch diſcourſes theſe two comforted themſelyes 4 recompencing ( in concept ) the 
kaſſe of their hopes paſt, with that of victory rocome. But hetein they wete extream- 
Hand worthily diſappointed : for thar conſulring about*the future, they provided not 
Againſt preſcat danger; bur continued in the ſame negligence', which was grown up- 
mthem by the long diſcourſe of peace. As. for Scip:0,he was not idle; but made prepa- 
' anon out of hand, as it were to do ſomewhat againſt Yrica, Two thouſand Souldicrs 
ke had made ready, and. appointed to take the ſame piece of ground, whereon he. lay 
ankt Y7:ca before. This be did, partly to keep ſecret that which he bad in hand,leſt be- 
ing lulpected by his own Souldicrs,the Barmy might happen to have notice of 47 2 
Sto hinder thoſe of Yr:ca ffom ſerting uponthe few, that he purpoſed to leave behur 
min his Camp. He cauſed his men that night to ſup well, and berimes, that they 
be ready fot the journey. After ſupper, he appointed ſuch Companies as he 
hr fir,ro the defence of his Camp: all the reſt of the Army he led forth, about nine 
eclock at night. |. The Carthagrmians lay trom him> ſcven miles an halfe: 
be purpoled to undertake himſelf with the one half of his army z the ogher balf 
commirted to L<l:#s and Maſaniſſa, whom he {ent before him to ſer upon the camp 
Syphax, that was farcher off. It was his mcaning, that the camp of Syphex ſhould be 
mukgh fire, crc he would meddle with the Carthegrnians.

"the breach of peace between his Maſter and the #toliers ; ſo was it tobe hoped; that 
they would not ſuffer themſelves, without good cauſe, to be carried awa r other 
"mens fancies. He prayed them to conſider the Romans heretofore madeſheyy, 
their war in Greece tended onely to thedefence of the Ftoliany, and yer notwith- 
had been angry, that the Etolianr by making peace with Pb4l;p; had no longer 
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need of ſuch their Patronage. What might it be that made them ſo bulie,in obwradin, © 
-cheir proteaion upon thoſe that needed it not?Surely it was even the generall inn 
which theſe Barbarians bore unto the Greeks. For even after the ſame ſort had they lene 
their-help to the Marmrertires:and afterwards delivered Swacuſe, when it was oppreſis 
by Cartbaginrian Tyrants, but now both Syracuſe & Meſſana,were ſubjet unto theRods 
and Axes obrhe Romans.Tothe ſame effett he alledged many examples, adding, That 
inlkefort it would happen tothe Z#tolians:who if they drew ſuch maſters into 
mnuft not look hereafter to hold, as now,free Parliaments of their own, wherein tocon. 
{ule about War and Peace: the Romans would eaſe them of this care , and ſend 
ſuch-a Moderator,as went every yeer from Rome to Syracuſe.

Wherefore the Athenians 
orby them to fpeak next>who had ſtore of eloquence , and matter of recrimination 
enough;to make Ph;l/;podious. Theſe affirmed, that it was a great impudence inthe 
Macedonian Embaſladour, to call the Romans by the name of Barbarians : knowingin 
what barbarous manner his own King had,in tew dayes paſt, made War upon the 
themſclves,by.deſtroyingall their Temples in Attica. Herewithall they madea pirifull 
rehearſall oftheirown calamities : and ſaid, that if Philip might have his will, Zh, 
and all the reftof Greece, ſhould feel the ſame that Attica had felt ; yea, that Atheavit 
telf, herwith Minerva, Jupiter, Ceres,and other of the gods, were like to have felt, 
ifthe Walls and the Komararms had notdefended them. 

' Then ſpake the Romans: who exculing,as well as they could, their oi ws 
of all thoſe, in whoſe defence they had heretofore taken Arms, went y tothe 
point in hand. "They faid; that they had of late made War im the Ztolians behalf, and 30 
that the #to/ianshad without their conſent made peace : whereof ſince the Xtoliass 
muſt excuſe themſelves, by -alledging that the Romans , being buſted with C 
wanted leiſure to give them aid convenient; ſo this excuſe being now taken away 
the Romans wholly bent againſt theirccommon Enemy , it concerned the A#toliauto 
take part with them in their wat and victory,unleſ$ they had rather periſh with Philp. 

. It might be perceived , | that they which 'were ſo vehement, in offering their 
help erext was deſired, were themſelves carried unts the War by more carneſt mo- 
nives, than a fimple defire eo help thoſe'friends, with whom they had no greatac- 
quaintance. 'Thismay havehbeen the cauſe, why Dorymachws the Ftolian Prator (hift- 
ed them off a while withadilatory anſwer : though hetold his Countri-men, Thats 
by reſerving themſelves,xillthe matter were inclined one way or other , they =_ 
atterwardsrake part with thoſe that had the better fortune.

# King was unwilling to hazzard all at firft upon a Caſt, and therefores ſent for Per- 
ith his Companies to increaſe his own forces: yet being no lefie anwilling toloſe 
zomuch in reputarion 3 he made ſhew a day after,as if he would have fought:Hehad 
band the advantage ofa place fit for ambuſh , wherein he beſtowed as many'as'he 
meet of his Targetriers: and fo gave charge to Athenagoras, one of his Cap- 
mas.to provoke out the Romans to = ; inſtracting both him and the Targettiers, 
kw wbchave themſelves reſpectively, as opportunity ſhould fall out. The Romars 
hd no miſtruſt ofany ambuſh, having fought upon the ſame ground a day before. 
Wherefore perhaps they might have ſuſtained ſome notable derriment, if the Kings 
weftions had been well followed. For when Atheragoras began to fall back , they 
harged him fo hotly,that they drave him toan haſty flight, and purſued him as hard 
they were able.Burt the Captains of the Targettiers,not ſtaying to let them run into 
! diſcovered themſelves before it was time ; and thereby made fruſtrate the 
| which they were appointed. The Conſul hereby gathered,that the King had 
nedefire to trie the fortune of a/battell : which he therefore prefented the ſecond 
leading forth his Army; and ſetting itin order, with Elephants in thefront: a 
of thelp which-the Romans had never uſed before, but had taken theſe of late 
the Cartheginians.Such are the alterations wrought by Time. It was ſcarceabove 
yeers er& this, that Pyrrhws carried Elephants out of Greece into 7taly, to af- 
the Romans, who had never ſeen any of thoſe beaſts before. But now the-ſame 
Ima (whileſt poſlibly ſome were yetalive, which had known that Expedition of 
mbar) come into Macedon,bringing Elephants with them : whereof the Macedonians 
md Greeks have none.

On the other fide, itwas 
not thought unlikely, That if the Romer: following the King, had ſet upon his Ca 
ſuch time as he fled thither, halfamazed with fear of being cither ſlain or taken, 
might have wonit. But that noble Hiſtorian,Livie, (as is commonly his manner 
judiciouſly obſerved, That neither the one,nor the other, were much too blame1a this 
dayes work. For the main body of the Kings Army lay ſafe in his Camp; and couldnot 
be ſo aſtoniſhed with the loſle of two or three hundred horſe, that it ſhould therefore 
have abandoned the defence of the Trenches. And as for the King himſelf, he wazad- 30 
vertiſed, that Plexratas the Hhyrian,and the Dardanians,were fallen upon his Conpys 
when they found the gethereinto open,after Perſews was called away from 
dy ofthe Streights. This wasit which made him adventure todo ſomewhat betimesz 
that he mi a the Rowan going the ſooner, and afterwards look unto his trouble- 
ſome ad—_—_ In conſideration of this, _ was defirous to cleer himſelf ofthe 
Roman:s,as ſoon as he might. And to that purpoſe he ſent unto the Conſul ; requeſting 
a day of truce for buriall of the dead. But in ſtead of ſo doing, he marched away by 
'night,and left fires in his Campto beguile the enemy,as if he had not ſtirred out 
place. Swlpicizs, when he heard of the Kings de was not {low to follow him.He 
overtook the Macedexians in a place of ſtrength, which they had fenced (for it waa g 
wooddy ground ) by cutting down trees, and laying them athwart the way wherett 
was moſt open. In making of ſuch places good, the Macedowian Phalanx was of little 
uſe; being a ſquare battell of pikes,not fit for every ground. The Archers of Crete were 
judged,and were indeed, more ſeryiceable in that caſc. But they were few ; and their | 
arrows were of ſmall force againſt the Rowan ſhields. The Afacedonians therefore help- 
ed them by flinging of ſtones. But to no purpoſe. For the Rozrazs got within themzand 
forced them to quit the place. This victory (ſuch as it was) laid open unto the Conſul 
ſome poor Towns thereabout ; which partly were taken by ſtrong hand, partly yecld- 
ed for fear. But the ſpoil of theſe, on. the helds adjoyning, was not fi to

deed could make any claim to either of theſe Towns? As for Corinth, whereto the 4: 
cheens had ſome right ; (though their/ right were no better, than that, having ſtolnie 
from one Adacedomar King ina night, they had, atter mature deliberation , madeir. 
way by bargain unto another) Phzlip had already condeſcended to give it back ung 
them. And this perhaps would have beenalledged, even againſt the Greeks, in excyſs19 
of the King, by ſome of T. Quintins his friends that ſo he might have had honourts 
conchude the war, ifa ſucceſior had been decreed unto him. But (ince he was appoing. 
ed to continue Generall : neither his friends at Rozee, nor he himſelf, after the returge 
of the Embaſſadours into Greece, cared to give care unto any talk of peace. 

Philip ſeeing that his Acheans had forſaken him,and joyned with their common ene. 
mies 3 thought even to deal with them in the like manner, by reconciling himſelfunto 
Nabis, whom they hated moſt. There were not many yeerspaſt, fince the Lacedems- 
nians under Cleomenes, with little other help than their own ſtrength, had been almoſt 
ſtrong enough both for the Macedowians and Achearxs together. Burt now the condition 
of things was altered. Nabis his forceconfiſted, in a manner, wholly in his Mercena+%0 
- ries: for hewasa Tyrant, h (tiling himſelf King. Yet he ſorely vexed the 4che. 
ans : and therefore ieemed to Philip one likely to ſtand him in great ſtead , if hecould' 
be won. To this purpoſe it was thought meet,that the Town of Argos, which could 
not otherwiſe be cafily defended, ſhould be configned over into his hands: in 
that ſuch a benefit would ſerveto tie him faſt unto the Macedeniar. Philocles the Kinos 
Lievtenant,who was appointed to deal with Nabzs,added further, That it was his Ma- 
ſters purpoſe tomake a ſtreight alliance with the Lacedemorian , by giving ſome 
daughters ofhisown inmarriageunto Nabis his ſons. This could not but be well taken, 
Yet Nabis made ſome ſcruple in enpong the Town of Argos; unlefle by decreeof the 
Citizens themſelves he might be called into it. Hereabout Philocles dealt with the 41-30 
gives : but found them ſo averſe,that,jin open aſſembly of the people, they deteſtedthe 
very name ofthe Tyrant, with many railing words. Nabis hearing of this, thought he 
had hereby a good occafion torob and fliece them. So he willed Philocles, without 
morea.doe,to make over the Town which he was ready to receive.Philocles according- 
ly did let him with his Army into it by nightzand gave him poſſeflion of the 
places therein, Thus dealt Philip with the Argives: who for very love had forſakenthe 
Acheans,to take his _ Early in the moraning,the Tyrant made himſelf maſter of all 
the gates. A few of the principall men,underſtanding how things went, fled our ofthe 
City at the firſt trumult. Wherefore they were all baniſhed, and their goods confiſcated, 

T hereſt of the chief Citizens thar ſtayed behind, were commanded to bring forth,out gp 
of hand, all their Gold and Silver. Alſo a great impoſitionof mony was laid uponall 
thoſe that were thought ableto pay it. Sugh as made their contribution readily, were 
diſmiſſed without more a doe. But if any ſtood long upon the matter : or played the 
theeves in purloyning their own y were pnt to the whip,and beſides loſſe of 
their wealth, had their torments to boot. T his done, the Tyrant began to make popu-' 
lar laws:namely.ſuch as might ſerve to make him gracious with the raſcal! multitude: 
abrogating all debts, and'dividing the Lands of the rich among the poof. By ſachart 
of op & the great ones, it hath beep an old cuſtome of Tyrants, to aflure them- 
ſelves of the Vulgar for a time. þ | 
As foon-as Nabir had gotten Argos, He ſent the newes to T. Ouintizs; and offered to 50 
joyne with himagainſt Philip. Titxs was glad of it: ſfoas he took the paines to 
over the Streights into Pelopormneſus, there to meet with Nabis. They had ſoon agre 
(though King 4a##alxr, who was preſent with the Conſul, made ſome cavill touching 
Argos) and the Tyrant lent unto the Romar, fix hundred of his Mercenaries of Crete: 
as alſo he agreed with the Acheans, upon a Truce for four moneths, reſerving thefinall 
concluſion of peace between them untill the War of Philip ſhould be ended; which at- 
ter this continued not long, | $.

And he was in the 
tight. For when his letters, together with Embaſladors from the Azacedonian, and ſun- 
gry States of Greece,came unto Rowe, new Conſuls were choſen : who (eſpecially the 
ae of them )ſtood very earneſtly againſt the onaedgng frivolous matter of their 
emnſulpition, in hope to gtt the honour of concluding the war; The Senatebegan to 
bedoubtfully affected, between the Embalſladours of Philip, offering to ſtand ro what- 
fever was demanded ; and the letters of Titxs, prefiing them to accept this offer, on 
theone ſide, and the importunity of the Conlul on the other 5 who ſaid, that all theſe 
ſhews were fraudulent, and that the King would rebell; as foon asthe Army 
wacalled out of Greece. Bur the matter was taken out of the Senators hands by two 
afthe Tribunes, that referred it to an Allembly of the People 3 by whoſe ſoveraigne 
athority it was concluded, that peace ſhould be granted tothe King. So ten Embal- 
ors were ſent from Rome, over into Greece : in which number were they that had 
been Conſuls before Titns : and.at was ordained by their advice, that Titw ſhould go 
through with the bulineſicof Peace. Theſe would very fain have retained thoſe three 
_ Citics of Corinth, Chalcis, and Demetrias, untill the eſtate of Greece were {um- 
better ſettled. But finally, Titus prevailed fo, that Corinth was (though not im- 
mediately )Jrendred unto the Acheans; and all the other Greek towns which Philip held, 
wwell in Aſa as in Greece, reſtored unto —_— 
The Conditions of the Peace | 5 unto Pbzlip, were, That before the celebrati- 
mofthe next * 1/thmian Games, 


unto them all Captives that he had of theirs, and all Renegado's : Likewiſe all his 
;ps of war, reſerving to himſelf onely five of the leſſer ſort, and one of extraordinary 
gaatnelſe, wherein fixteen men laboured at every oare: Further; that he ſhould pay 
athouſand talents, the one half in hand; the other in ten yeers , by even por- 


eutpermiſſion of the Senate. But I finde not that he obſerved this Article , or wasat 
time charged with the breach of it. Four hundred talents he had already deliver- 
Tits, together with his younger ſon Dewetrixs, toremain as hoſtage for his true 
in this matter of peace,at ſuch time as he lately ſent his Embaſl: to Rome: 
When it was promiſed, that the money,and his ſon, ſhould bereſtored back unto hit,

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did. Whateffe&theſ(e letters wrought, it was not greatly materiall; ſince the Romem 
were ſhortly bufied with Antioches, 1n ſuch wiſe, that they had not leiſure to eXaming 
the conformity of _ to their will. _ 

All Greece rejoyced at the good bargain which Titxs had made with Philip, Onely 
the Z7olians found themſelves agrieved that _y were utterly neglefted : whichwa 
to the reſt no {mall part of their contentment. TI he Beotians continued to favourthe 
Macedonian and thereby occaſioned much trouble unto themſelves. There were ome 
among them well-affeted ro the Rowans: who, ſceing how things were like 
made their complaint untoTitxr;ſaying,that they were no better than loſt,for the 
will which they had borne unto him; unledle ar rhis time, when helay clofe by 
with his Army, their Prztor, which was head of the oppoſite Faction, mightbe made 
away. Titus retaſed to have a hand in the execution,yet nevertheleſs did animate them 
in their purpoſe. So they committed the fat, and hoped to have kept themſelvesun. 
diſcovered. But when the murder came out , and ſomewhat was confelled by dinke 
which were put to torture:the hatred of the people brake out violently againſt the ks. 
»:ans:in ſuch wiſe, that howſoever they durſt not take Arms againſt then, yet ſuchef 
them as they found ſtragling from their Camp,they murdered 1n all parts ofthe coun- 
try. This wasdeteſted within a while,and many of the dead bodies RT H 
Titws requires of the Beotians, to have the murderers delivered into his hands ; ade 
five hundred ſouldiers, which be had loſt by them,to have paid unto him five hundred 4g 
talents. In ſtead of making any ſuch amends, they paid him with exeuſes ; which he 
would not take as Grefadion. He ſends Embaſladours to the Acheans and Athe-. 
zians, informing them what had hapned.: and 56s them not to take it amille, 
though he dealt with theſe their friends as they had deſerved. Herewithall he fallsto 
waſting their country 3 and beſiegeth two ſuch towns of theirs, as did ſeem tobe malt 
culpable of the murders lately done.But the Embaſladors of the 4cheans and Athenians 
(elpeciall af the Acheanr,who offered,if he needed them,to _—_ him in this wat; 
beſought him rather to grant peace unto the Zeotians) prevailed fo far with him, 
he was pacified with 30.talents, and the puniſhment of ſuch as were known offenders. 

In like ſort,though not ſo violently, were many States of Greece diſtratted : ſomea-30 
mong them rejoycing that they were free from the Macedonian; others greatly doubt- 
ing,that the Rowan would prove a worſe neighbour. The Atoliar would havebern 


glad of any Commotion ; and therefore publithed rumours abroad , That it was the 
purpoſe of the Romans,to keep in their own hands all thoſe places, wherein Philiplate- 
ly had his Garriſfons. Little did they,or the reſt of the Greeks,conceive, that this Mact- 
denian wart ſerved as an introduction to the war to be made in fs againſt King Antis- 


chus ; where grew the fruit, that was to be reaped of this and many other vidories. 
Wherefore to ſtay the progreſle of bad rumors, when the 1fthmiaz games were held, 
which in time of peace were never without great ſolemnity and concourſe; Titwin 
that great aſſembly of all Greece, cauſed proclamation to be made by found of Trum- zo 
pet to this effe&, That the Senate and people of Rome, and Titus Puintins Flamining the 
Generall, having vanquiſhed King Phzlip and the Macedonians,did will to beat liberty, 
free from Impolttions, free from Garriſons,and living at their own Laws, the Corinthi- 
ans, Phocians, Locrians, Enbeans, Acheans of Phthiotis, Magneſians, Theſſalians, and Per- 
rhebians. Theſuddenneſle of this Proclamation aſtoniſhed men : ſo as though they 
applauded it with a great ſhout, yet preſently they cried out to hear it again,as i rf 
durft ſcarce credit their ownears. The Greeks were Craftſ-maſters in the Art ok @- 
ving thanks, which they rendred now to T. Quintizs with ſo great affection,as that they 
had well-neer ſmothered him, by throngiog officiouſly about him. 

This good will of the Greeks, was like to be much more available unto the Rowans 50 
in their war againſt A-tiochws , than could have been the poſleflion of a few Towns, 
yea, orofall thoſe Provinces which were named in the Proclamation. Upon

ent 4% hpen than he needs muſt, Wirhtheſe Embaſladors yong Demerrizs was conver- 
' ants rather perhaps our of ſimpliciry,and forthat they made much of him,than for any 
- ambitious reſpeAzyet a great deal morethan was pleafing to his father, So the rumour 
430 grew current through all Dry rt WHT elder ſon ofthe King,thould not ſuc-

_,FTHE Romans wanting other matter of quarrell in the Continent of Greece, had 
 .F oflate becn ſo peremptory with the 4chaars; that rhey ſecmed: not unlikely 
' <7. totake part againſt them, in any controverſie that ſhould be mov -d. Hereup- 
_ - on the Meſſenievs, who againſt their will were annexed untothe A4cheay Common- 
| * wealth, having long been of a contrary Faction thereto grew bold ro withdraw them- 
| - ſelves from that Society, with-purpole to ſer up again the Eſtate of their own, ſeve- 
| Jo red from communion with any other. This was the device of ſome that were power- 
- - fullintheir City ; who finding the multitude only inclinable to their purpole, and 
-- notoverſtrongly affeted inthe bulineſle ; were carefull to ſeck occafion of reducing | 
- things to ſuch paſle, that all their Citizens might be cnrangled in antceſlity of ſtan- 
-  dingour, and of not returning to the Achean League. And hereupon they began 
| _ todo ſome acts of hoſtility; ilinch it was probable that bloud ſhouli be drawn, 
- andeither fide ſo far exaiperated, that little hope of agreement would be left. Up-l 
. onthe fame of their commotion and proceedings; Philopemer, then Prator of the- 
 Aeheans, levied ſuch forces as be could in haſte, and went againft them. Many princi- 
- pall Gentlemen of the 4cheans, eſpecially of the Megalopolitans, were ſoon ins rea- 
' @dineſſc to wait upon him. Beſides theſe,which wereall,or for the moſt part, horſezhe had 
ſome Auxiliaries outof Thrace and Crete, that uſually were kept in pay. Thus actom- 
- panied, he met with Dinocrates, Captain of the dtaſolaky, whom he charged, and 
E cd ro'tun, But whileft his horſemen were too carnett in following the chale , there 
> np monte a ſupply of frve hundred from Meſſene, which gave new courage un- 
tothoſe that fled. So the Enemics began to make head again: and with the help 
.of thoſe, who very ſcaſonably came totheir aide, compelled Philopawens botkemen to 
 tirnback. Philopemer himielf had long been fick of an Ague, and was then very 
|. weak: yet the greatnefile of his courage would not ſuſter him to be negligent of their 
 fafery, which had ſo willingly adventurcd themſelves under his condu@. He took up- 
| on him to make the Retrair : and ſuffering his horſemen to paſſe along by him in a nar- 
| towlane, he oftenturned abour againſt the Meſſepiavs ; whom the reputation, and ,the 
- knowledge of his great worth, did terrifie from approaching over near to him. Bur

Sothither they let him down faſt bound; and: with.an en- x6 
gine laid an heavy ſtone upon the mouth of the Vault. here he had nor ftayed long, 

cre his enemies had concluded his preſent death. The Hangman: of the City 'was ler 

down unto him, with a cup of poylon, which Philopemen took in- his hand : and aſ- 

king nojmore than whether theHorſemen were eſcaped,and particularly whether LZycor- 

t45 was ſafe 3 when he heard ananſwer to his minde, he ſaid it was well : and ſo witha 

chearfull countenance, drank hislaſt draught. He was ſeventy years old, and weak- 

ned with long ſickneſle, whereby the poyſon wrought the ſooner,and eaſily took away 

his life.

deviting what ro doin ſuch a caſe: they got. advertiſement of his being taken. All 

Achaia was by this report vehemently afflicted : ſo as Embaſſadours were forthwith di-. 

{patched unto Meſſepe, craving his enlargement : and yet preparation made withall, to 

obtain it by force, in caſe that jfair means-would not ſerve. Eycortas was choſen Ge- 

nerall ofthe Army againft Meſſeze: who comming thither, and laying ficge to the 

Town, enforced it in ſhort ſpace toyeeld. Then Dinocrates knowing -what he was to 


- expeR, laid hands upon himſelf, and made an end of his own life. 'The reft of thoſe 


that had been partakers in the murder; were compelled to wait in bonds uponthe aſhes 
of Philopemen that were carryed home in ſolemne pomp to 27 tee where _ 
were all of them ſlainat his funerall,as ſacrifices to his Ghoſt whom they had offended. 36 
2.Martins, a Roman Embaſſador, was then in Greece z whence, upon one -occaſion 
or other, the Rowan Embaſſadors were ſeldome abſent. He would have entermed-» - 
led in this buſineſle of Meſſene,had not Lycertas made ſhort work, and left him nothing 
todo. | T1 
About the ſame time was T. 9ujntius Flaminius ſent Embaſſador to Pruſiac King of 
Bithynia: not ſo much to withdraw him from proſecuting the war againſt Eumenes, as 
to entreat him that he would deliver Hanxibal,the moſt ſpightful enemy inall the world 
unto the Senatz and People of Rome, into his hands. Pruſias (therein unworthy of the . 
Crown he wore) did readily condeſcend : or rather (as Zivie thinks) to gratific the Re- 
mans, hedetermined cither to kill H«»nibal,or to deliver him alive -to Flaminins, For, 40 
upon'the firſt conference between the King and Flawinins, a troup of Souldicrs were 
directed to guard and environ the lodging where {Hannibal lay. That famous Captain 


| having found cauſe before this to ſuſpe&t the faith of Praſies, had deviſed ſome ſecret ſal- - 


lies underground to ſave himſelf from any treaſonable and ſudden afſault, Bur findi 
now that all parts about him were fore-cloſed, he had recourſe to his laſt remedy: whict 
he then was conſtrained to practice, as well to fruſtrate his enemies of their triumphi 
over him, as to ſaye himſelf from their torture and mercilefſe hands , who, as hew 
knew,would neither reſpe& his famous enterpriſes, his honour,nor his age.W hen there- 
forc he ſaw no way to eſcape, nor countell to reſort unto, he took the. poiſon into! his 
hand,which he alwaics preſerved for a ſure Antidotcagainſt the ſharpeſt diſcaſes of-ad- 50 
verſe fortune 3 which being ready to ſwallow down, he uttered thefe words : Twill uw 
(ſaid he) deliver the Romans of that fear which hath ſy many years poſſeſt themgthat fear, 
which makes them impatient to atterid the death of an old man. This viifory of Flamninius, 
over me, which am diſarmed;and betrayed into bis hands, ſhall never be uumbred among the 
reſt of his heroicall deeds : No, it ſhall make it manifeſt 10 all the Nations of the world, how | 
far the anciemt Roman vertue ts degenerate and corrupted. For ſuch mas the nobleneſſe of 
their forefathers, -as when Pyrrhus invaded them in Italy, was ready to give them bats

© rion of this his unmanly pfecaſure, ſome accidents, mgre tragical than perhaps he could 
have dcfired, gave men Eauſe to. think (as they could not. in reaſon think otherwile) 
that , nor without vengeance poyred on kim from Heaven, he felt.the like miſery 
in his own childret,, It is hard to ſay what the Romans intended, in the extraordinary 
fayour which they ſhewed uiito Demerrivs, the Kings younger ſon. It may well be 
(though ir'may be alſo ſuſpeRed)that they had no purpoſe ro make and powridh diſſenti- 56 
on between t Peake but only to cheriſh the vertue and towardlineſs > Deme- 
$riws, wage we find it in their Hiſtories. Bur their notable fayour towards this young 
Prince, and'lis mutual eſpe of them, bred extream jealouſic inthe fath:rs 
If any cuſtome of rhe Romans, the manner of their life, the faſhion of their appare!, or 
rhe unſtghuly contriving and building (as then i was} of the Town of Rome, were je- 
ſed at in ordinary diſcourſe and t able-take 3 Demetrins was (utc to be preſently on are, 
defending and praifing thetn, even in ſuch points as rather needed excuſe. Thi 
his daily converfation with their Embaadour as often as they came, * gave his _ 
ca 
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cauſc to think, that he was no hit partaker 6f any counſell held againſt them. Where- 
fore he communicated, all his-devices with his elder ſon Perſexs: who fearing ſo much 
feſt his brother ſhould ſtep between him-and the ſucceſhon, converted wholly unto his 
deſtruQion, that grace which he bad with his father. Perſezs was then thirty years old; 
of a ſtirring ſpirir, rhough much defeAive in valour. Demetrizs was younger by five 
years, more open and" unwary'in his ations, yer thought old and cfafty enough, ro 
entertain more dangerous  pratiſes, than his free ſpeeches diſcovered. The j:alous 
+ head of the King having entertained ſuch ſuſpicioris. that were much iticreaſed by the 
cuntiing pra@ice of his elder ſon, a flighr occafion made the firc, break out, that had 
"4o long lain ſmothered. A Muſter and ceremonious luſtration of the Army, -was wont 
to be made at certain times with great ſolemaity.”” The manner of it ar the preſent was 
thus : They Cleft ih twain a bitch, and threw the head and forepart, with the entrails 
on the right hand,and the hinder part on the left hand of the way which the Army was 


ps "This done the armes of all the Kings of Macedon, fromthe very firſt origj- 
, were born before the Army. Then followed the King between his two ſons: 
after him catne his own band, ang they of his guard ; whom ill the reſt of the Macedo- 
wans followed. Having perfortmed other ceremonies, the Army was divided intotwo 
parts: which under the Kings two ſons, charged each other in manner of a truc fighr, 
uſing poles, and the like, 1n ftead of their pikes and accuſtomed weapons. Burt in this 
bv preſent skirmiſh there appeared ſome extraordinary contention for the victory - wh&- 
_ cher —_— by chance, or whether the two Captains did over-earneftly ſeek cach 
to get the upper hand, as a betokening of their good ſucceſle in a greater trall, Some 
' finall hurt there was done, and wounds given, even with thoſe ſtakes, untill Perſexs his 
fide at length recoyled; Perſews himſelf was ſorry for this, as it had been ſoine bad pre- 
ſage: bur his friends were glad,and thought,that hereof mig ht be made good uſe. They 
were of the craftier ſort-'who,petceiving which way the Kings favour bent,and how all 
the courſes of Demetriwns led unto his own ruine, addrefled their ſervices-to the more 
fmalicious and crafty head. And now they ſaid, that this vitory of Demetrius would af- 
foord matter of complaint againſt him as ifthe heat of his ambirion had carrye _ 
Ip beyond the rules of that ſolemn paſtime. Each of the brethren was that day «0 feaſt his 
- own companions, and each of them had ſpies in -the others lodging, to obſerye what 
.. was ſaid and done. One of Perſews his Intelligencers behaved himiclf ſo indiſcreetly, 
that he was taken & well beaten by three or four of Demetriss his men, whoturned him 
but of doors. After ſome'ſtore of wine, Demetrixs told his companions, that he would 
go viſit his brother, and ſee whatcheer he kept.” They agreed to his motion, excep- 
ting ſuch of them as had ill handled his brothers man: yer he would leave none of his 
train behinde, but fotced them all to bear him company. They, fearing to be ill re- 
warded for their late *diligence, armed themſelves ſecretly ro prevent all daverr. Yet 
-waSthere ſuch good eſpiall kept, that this their comming armed was forthwith made 
ho known to Perſews : whothereupon rumultuouſly tocked up his doors, as if he ſtood in 
fear to be aſſaulied in his houſe. Demerrins wondred to {ee himſelf excluded, and fa+ 
red very angerly with his brother; But Perfews bidding him be gone as an enemy, and 
one whoſe murdrous purpoſe was detected,ſent him away with an entertainment no bet- 
ter than defiance; The next day the matter was brought before the King. The clder 
brother accuſed the younger unto the farther of them both. Much there was alledged, 8 
in cffe the ſame that hath been here recited,ſave that by miſconſtruction all was made 
worſe. Bur the main point ofthe accuſation, and which did aggravate all the reſt, was, 

That Demetrizs had undertaken this murder,and would perhaps alſo dare to undertake 
@greater,upon confidence of the Romans z by whom he knew that he ſhould be defen- 
Js ded and born bur. For Perſeus made ſhew, asif the Rowans did hate him; becauſe he 
bore a due reſpe& unto his father,and was ſorry to'ſee him ſpoyled,and daily robbed of 
+ ſomewhat by them. And for this cauſe he ſaid ir was,that they did animate his brother 
againſt him : as alſo that they ſought how to win unto Demerrivs the Iove of the Ma» 
tedonians.For proof hereof he cited a letter, ſent of late from Trirws Quintivs tothe King 

- himſelf: whereof the contents were, That he had done wang in ſending Demetrivs to' 
Rome ; and that he ſhould yet further do wellto ſend him thither- again, accompanied 
-_ Withagtcater and more honourable train of Acedonian Lords. Hence he entorced, 
Thar this counſcll was given by 7i##s, of purpoſets ſhake the: allegiance of —_—_— 
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ſhould wait upon his brother to Rowe ; aud make them, —__—_— their durtics to-theig 
old King,become ſervants to this traitor Demetrius. Hereto Demetriss made an» 
ſwer,by rehearſing all paſſages of the day and night foregoingzin ſuch manner as he re- 
membred them, and had conceived of them : bitterly reprehending Perfexs, that can- 
vered matters of paſtime, and what was done or ſpoken in wine, to ſuch an accuſari 
whereby he ſought his innocent brothers death. As for the hove which the Romans FI 
bear him, he ſaid thar it it grew, if not by his own vertue, at lcaſtwiſe from their opini- 
on thereof: ſo as by any impious praRtice, he were more like to loſe it wholly, than tg 
increaſe it. In this wretched pleading there wanted no ſuch paſſions, as are incident tg 
fathers, children,and brethren,beſides thoſe that are common to all Plaintiffes and Des 19 
fendants, before ordinary Judges. The King pronounced like a father,though a jealous 
father, That he would conclude nothing upon the exceſlc or crrour, wharſocver it were, 
of one day and night,nor upon one hours audicnce of the matter, but upon better obler- 
vation of their lives,manners,and whole carriage of themſclves both in word and deed, 
And herein he may ſeem to have dealt both juitly and compaſſionarcly. But from this 
time forward he gave himſelf over wholly to Perſews : ufing (o little conference with his 
yonger ſon,that when he had marters of weight in hand, ſuch eſpecially as concerned the 
Romass,he liked neither to have him preſeat,nornear unto him, Above all,he had ef 
ciall care,to learn our what had paſſed between Demerriue and T, Luirtins,or any ot 
of the Row#an great ones. And to this purpoſe he ſent Embaſſadors to Rome, Philocles & 1g 
Apelles, men whom he thought no way zatereſled in the quarrels between the brethren, 
though indeed they altogether depeuded; on the elder , whom they ſaw the morein 
race. Theſe brought home with them a letter, ſaid to be written by T:t#s ( whole ſeal 
op had counterfeited) unto the King, The contents whereof were, A deprecation for 
the yong Prince;with an intimation, as by way of granting it, T hat his youthful and am- 
birious deſires had cauſed him to enter into practices unjuſtifiable,againit his elder bro» 
ther, which yet ſhould never take cite : for that Tit#s himſelf would not be author, or 
abentor of any impious device. T his manner of excuſe did forcibly perſwade the king to 
think his ſon a dangerous T raytor. To ſtrengthen him-in this/ opinion , one Didss, to 
whom he gave Demerriss in cuſtody,made ſhew as if he had piticd the cſtare of the un- 
happy Prince,and ſo wrung out of him his ſecret intentions, which he ſhortly diſcovered 
unto Philip.Ir was 43.470 may of Demetrius to flyc ſecretly to Rome ,, where he might 
hope not on tolive in ſatery,from his father and brother, bur m greater likelihood than 
he could finde at home,of bettering ſuch claim as he had in reverſion unto the Crown 
of Macedex. W hatſocyer bis hopes ahd meanings were,all came to nought through the . 
falſhood of Did&;who,playing on both hands, offered unto the Prince his help for ma» 
king the eſcape,and in the mean while revealed the whole matter to the King. So Philip 
reſolved to put his ſon to death, without further expence of time. It was thought behove- 
full ro make him away privily, for fear leſt the Zowar; ſhould rake the matter to heart, 
and hold ir as a proof ſufficient, at leaſt,of the Kings deſpight againſt them,if nor of his 4g 
meaning to renew the war. D:das therefore was commanded to rid the unhappy Prince 
our of his life. This accurſed Miniſter of his Kings unadviſed ſefence, firſt gave poy- 
ſon to Demetrins: which wrought neither ſo haſtily, nor ſo ſecretly , as was dehired, 
eveupen he ſent a couple of Ruffians,to finiſh the tragedy: who villainouſly accompli- 
ſhed jw r work, by ſmothering that Prince, in whoſe life conſiſted the greateſt hope of 
Maseavn. 
.  -Inallthe race of Antigonss there had not been found a King, that had thus cruelly 
dealt with any Prince offs own bloud. The houſes of Lyfimachns and Caſſander fell 
cither with ves, or even upon their heels ; by inteſtine diſcord and jealoubies, 
grounded on defire of ſoveraign rule, or fear of loſing it. By the like unnaturall b& ye 
tred, had almoſt bin cut off the lines of Prolemy and of Selewcns: which, though narrow* 
r San cicaped the danger, yet were their kingdomes thereby gricvouſly difte 
-ontrariwile,it was worthy of extraordinary note, how that upſtart family of the Ki 
of Pergamns had raiſed it fclf ro maryellous greatneſle, in very ſhort ſpace, from 
condition of meer flavery : whereof a principall cauſe was, the brotherly love main” 
tained by them, with fi commendation of their picty. Neither was Philip ign® 
nx of theſe examples ;, bur is ſaid to have propounded the laſt of them to his. own 
Children , as a pattern for them te imitate. Certainly he had reaſon ſo to d@t nor 
more

With none other company than what he brought over the ſea, Licjnivs came into 
Theſſaly: ſotyred'with a paintull journey , through the mountainous country of A4- 19 
thawania,which ſtood in his way from Epurss , that if Perſeus had been ready —_— 
his deſcent into-the Plains, the Rewaxs muſt necds have taken a great overthrow. 
refreſhed himſelf and his wearied army, by the River #emess 5 where he encampcd, at- 
zxending his auxiliaries, that came in as faſt as they could. It was not any fkader 
that could enable him to deal with Perſews, Therefore he reſolved, to abide where

When the news of this accord was brought to Antiochss, he was greatly en raged: 

for notwithſtanding thar he had pretended no other thing than the eſtabliſhment of the 
King Philometor 1s Nephew, and a meaning to ſubject his younger brother unto him, 
which he gave in anſwer to all Embaſſadours, yer he now reparey ro make a ſharpe 
warre upon them both. And to this end he preſently furnithe and ſent out his Nayy 
towards Cyprus, and drew his land Army into Czlofyria, ready to enter Egypt the 
420 Spring following. When he was on his way as far as Rhinocornrs, he met with Em- 
biladours (ear from Ptolemy. Their errand was partly to yeeld thanks ro Antiochus 
for the cſtabliſhing of Philometor in his Kingdome ; partly ro beſeech him, That he 
would rathcr be pleaſed to ſignific what he required ro have done in Egypt , which 
ſhould be performed, than to enter it as an enemy with ſo puiſſant an Army. But, Az- 
giachus returned this ſhort anſwer, That he would neither call back his Fleet , nor 
withdraw his Army, upon fam. Ox2er condition; than rhar Ptolemy (ſhould ſurrender 
into his hands, togerher with the City of Peluſium, rhe whole Territory thereto be- 
longing - and thar he ſhould alſo abandon and leave unto him the Ike of Cypros, with 

all the rightthar he had unto cither of them, for ever. For anſwer unto theſe de- 
230-mands, he ſer down a day certaine , and a ſhorr,. one, Which being come and paſt, 
without any accord made , the Syrian Flect entred Nrlws , and recovered as well

aid of their BenefaCtors, rhe E2yprian Kings, without diſabling their Nation to pex- 
form any ſervice to the Romans; foras much as the Acheans could withour trouble, 
raiſe thirty or forty thouſand Souldiers. All this notwithſtancing, the reſolution was? 
deferred from one meeting to another ; and finally broken by the violence of Callicrs- 
tes. For when it was thought that the Decree ſhould have patſed z he bronghrt into the 
Theater where the Aſſembly was held, a Meſſenger with letters from Marti : where- 
by the Acheans were deſired ro conform themſelves to the Remap Senate z and to 1a- 
bour, as the Senate had done, by ſending Embaſſadors to ſer Egypt in peace. This 16 
was 2h advice againſt all reaſon. For the Senate had indeed ſent Embaſſadors to make 


peace; but as ina time of greater bulineſs elſwhere, with ſuch milde words, that no- 
| thing was effeAted. Wherefore it was not likely that the Acheans ſhould do any goed 


in the ſame kinde. Yet Polybins and his friends durſt not gaine-ſay the Reman Coun- 
cel; which had force of an injun&tion. So the Kings were left in muchediſtreſs ; difa 
pointed of their ppp within a while was Perſess overcome : and then Gioke 
the Embaſſadour, ſent from the Roman Senate, perform as much as any Army could 
havedone. 

Audience had been Jatcly given by the Senate, unto thoſe Embaſſadours of Phyſca 
and Cleopatra : which having ſtayed more than a whole ycer'in the City, brought no- gg 
thing of their buſineſs to effect until now. The Embafſadors delivered their meſſage in 
the name of thoſe that had ſent them : though ir concerned (which perhaps they knew 


- not) Philometor, no leſs than his brother and ſiſter. 


In this ambaſlage of Prolermwie, now requeſting help from Rome, ap 


peared a notable 
change of his fortune, , trom ſuch as ir 


been before three or four yeers laſt paſt. 


" Forin the beginning of theſe his troubles, which began with the Macedonian War ; 


cither he, or Eulav5,or Lenens (upon whom the blame was afterwards laid) which ha d 
the government of him, rhoughrhis affaires in ſuch good eſtare, that not only he de- 
termined to ſer upon 4»tiochns for Caloſyria, but would have interpoſed himſelf be- 
tween the Romans and Perſeus, as 2 competent Arbitrator 5 though it fell out well, that zo 
his Embaſſadour was by a friend perſwaded to forget that point of his errand. From 
theſe high thoughts he fell on the ſudden, by the rebellion of his brother and ſubjes,ro 
live under prote&ion of rhe ſame Antiochns. And nowar ſuch time as by atonement 
with his brother and ſubjefs, he might have ſeemed to ſtand in no need of ſuch prote- 


- Rion,he harh remaining none other help whereby to ſave both his kingdom 8 life, than 


ſcrable condition of him, his brother and ſiſter ſhewed it evenin the habit of thoſe 
Embaſſadours. They were poorly clad ; the haire of their heads and beards over- 
grown,as was their manner in tjme of afflition; and they carricd in their hands bran- 
ches of Olive.

For having told in what. danger their King and Countrey ſtood, they 
wade 2 pittiful and grievous complaint unto the Senate, beſecching them to have com- 
paſſion of their Eftate,ard of their Princes, who had alwaycs remained friendly & faith- 
ful ro the Romans. Th ſaid that the people'of Rome had ſo much heretofore favored 
this Axtiochw inparticular, and were of ſuch account and authority, with all orher 
Kings and Nartions:as if they pleaſed but to ſend their Embaſſadours, and let Antiochwe 
know that the Senate was offended with his undertaking upon the King their Confede- 
rate, then would he preſently raiſe his ficge from before Alexandria, and with-dray 50 
his Army out of Egypr into $y7/4. Bur that if the Senate protracted any time, or ,u- 
ſed any delayzthen ſhould Prolemy and Cleoparra be ſhortly driven our of their Realms, 
and make repaire to Rome, With fhamful diſhonour ro the Senate and people thereof, 
rag; inthe extream dangers of all their fortuncs, they had not vouchſafcd to relieve 
them. - 
The Lords of the Senate moved with compaſſion, ſent incontinently C. Popilins Leww, 
C.Decimins and A. Hoftilius, as Embaſſadours to derermine and end the war between 
thoſe Kings. In'commiſſion they had firſt ro finq King Prolemy,and then Antioch, and
